Foisy Speaks on 
Cost of Crime 
Before Kiwanis 


Saya Crime Coat $135 Per Fam- 
ily Laat Year 


Paul R. Foisy, Asst. District Attor- 
ney. spoke on the “Cost of Crime’ 
at tl»e Kiwanis meeting held Wednes- 
day. July 5, at the Charles River 
Country Club. 

Mr. Foisy said, "Only 10% of the 
country’s criminals actually serve 
time. Tlie cost of crime and crime 
prevention mounted from $40 a year 
per family in 1913 to $135 u year 
last year. Our national crime bill Is 
18 billions of dollars.^ This means 
that one-fifth of our national expen- 
ditures goes for crime and crime pre- 
vention. 

“135,000 people in the United States 
are guilty of homicide — which means 
that there are 52,000 more murderers 
roaming the street than there are 
policemen! 

"In New York City only 20% of 
those caught are punished, in Chicago 
only 10%. in Cleveland 30% and in 
Baltimore 51%." Mr. Foisy pointed 
out "that the racketeers and gang 
organizations made it possible for 
criminals to go scott free. 

"80% of our crimes are committed 
by youngsters 21 years old and young-

The Importance of getting the 
Rotary message across to the young- 
er generation in order to make it truly 
and lastingly effective was strongly 
urged. Both Mr. Bruce and Mr. Han- 
son were greatly impressed with the 
promptness and dispatch with which 
the meetings were conducted. It was 
a great convention in every respect, 
one in which Boston — and that means 
Greater Boston — may truly be proud.

Mrs. Galvin was, 
rushed to the Newton Hospital in the 
police ambulance and died there last 
night. 

It is supposed that Mrs. Galvin 
was smoking a cigarette while lying 
on a divan in her living room and 
she fell asleep. The glowing cigar- 
ette ignited the divan and her cloth- 
ing, the lire spreading to the floor 
and walls of the room. In her efforts 
to beat out the flames she had rushed 
out onto the rear piazza. Neighbors 
heard screams 15 or 20 minutes pre- 
ceding the discovery of the Are, but 
thought they came from children at 
play. Mrs. Galvin was 32 years old. 
She was the wife of William A. Gal- 
vin, an auditor employed at the Fed- 
eral Internal Revenue Bureau in 
Boston.

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LOOKING AHEAD 

The natural growth of the city requires continual foresight 
into the needs of the future. It is a well-known fact that with- 
in the next few years Newton will be called upon to provide 
additional school' facilities for the rapidly growing enrollment 
of pupils. We fully realise that the subject of school expend- 
itures is not a popular one and is extremely controversial. Nev- 
ertheless, the problem must be faced. At the present time con- 
sideration of the situation is important. Welfare lists are 
long, prices are on the increase, money is available. It would 
seem that now would be the time to go ahead with some of 
these projects. It is well within the realm of possibility that 
the monev needed for the work could be obtained through the 
opportunity afforded by the terms of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act. If the problem can be worked out along these 
lines it would, we believe, follow out the intentions of the 


Federal law. 




PENALIZING EFFICIENCY 

While the Emergency Finance Board may be within its 
rights in distributing moneys received from the Federal grant 
for welfare purposes where it is most vitally needed there is 
little question but what such distribution penalizes those cities 
and towns which have kept their financial house in older. A 
uniform distribution would, from this angle, be perhaps more 
just but it is doubtful if such a distribution would result in 
the lifting of the acute burden on those cities and towns which 
are in dire need. Although efficiency is paying the penalty 
at the present, it will, perhaps, receive its reward at some 
further step along the road to recovery.

Somewhat slowly but none the loss 
surely the Legislature Is reaching the 
few remaining major measures before 
it with prorogation nhead within the 
next week or two. Due to the holiday 
many of the members of the House 
and Senate spent little time on Bea- 
con Hill this week. In order to re- 
cess over the long week-end holiday 
under the legislative rules nn infor 
mnl session had to he called Inst Sat- 
urday morning. All of the members 
from the western part of the state 
had left Boston Thursday or Friday 
afternoon and thus at the Saturday 
morning session of the House but two 
members were present. Rep. Cahill 
of Braintree, Republican floor lender, 
presided as Acting Speaker with Rep 
Thomas Barry of East Boston as the 
only member present. In the Senate 
with Pres. Fish in the chair the only 
other members present were Senator 
Hollis of Newton nnd Sen. Holmes of 
Weymouth. 

Brief sessions were held in both 
branches on Wednesday with no im- 
portant action in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The Senate, with similar 
action having been taken by the House 
last week, voted to override the Gov- 
ernor. 26 to 9, on a bill reimbursing 
a state employee in Dalton for dam- 
ages he had paid out as the fesult of 
a judgment against him in an automo- 
bile accident. The Senate also refused 
to reconsider its action of last week 
in sustaining the Governor on the lat- 
ter’s veto of a bill abolishing educa- 
tional requirements in certain civil 
service examinations. Senator Hollis 
was among several speakers in oppo- 
sition to the passing of the resolve 
calling for $15,000 with which to re- 
pair and send the Gloucester Ashing 
schooner, Gertrude Thebnud, as the 
Massachusetts exhibit at the World’s 
Fair in Chicago. On Wednesday by a 
vote of 26 to 10 the Senate passed 
the resolve to be engrossed. When 
the resolve was returned to the House 
on Thursday for its final stages of 
passage an unsuccessful attempt was 
made by a few Representatives to kill 
the bill. The bill was passed along 
by a standing vote of 81 to 24. 

On Thursday the House of Repre- 
sentatives ordered to a third reading 
bill authorizing Massachusetts 
banks to participate in the purposes 
of the Federal Home Loan Act. The 
bill, based on a message of Governor 
Ely and upon a petition of three Rep- 
resentatives provides that Massachu- 
setts banks may sell real estate mort- 
gages and accept in exchange bonds 
of the Home-Owners Loan Corpora- 
tion. Rep. Pratt of Saugus offered 
an amendment making it compulsory 
for banks to make this exchange so 
as to give relief to their clients. The 
amendment would have made the 
State Board of Bank Incorporation a 
home loan board and give it the auth- 
ority to compel a bank to refrain 
from foreclosing on mortgages and 
compel the acceptance of bonds from 
the Federal board. After some debate 
on the amendment Rep. Bigelow of 
Brookline raised a point of order that 
the amendment, with its mandatory 
clause, made the legislation beyond 
the scope of the petition upon which 
the bill was based. Speaker Salton- 
stall ruled that the point of order 
veil taken and the amendment 
was ruled out. Speaker Saltonstall’s 
decision was based upon the fact that 
a mortgage is a private contract and 
as such mandatory measures are un- 
constitutional and also that the Fed- 
eral act was clearly permissive and 

mandatory State measure would be 
rendered inoperative. 

Principal interest in the near fu- 
ture centers around measures to be 
reported by the Committees on Ways 
and Means and on Municipal Finance 
under which the state and municipali- 
ties may take advantage of moneys 
available under the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act. The former com- 
mittee has named a sub-committee to 
draft a measure relating to state pub- 
lic works projects while the latter 
committee has named a sub-commit- 
tee to draft legislation affecting muni- 
cipal projects*. Both of these sub- 
committees were to confer with Gov- 
ernor Ely this morning and are short- 
ly expected to report back to their 
main committees in order that the lat- 
ter may offer some legislation early 
next week. The main committee has 
before it the message from the Gov- 
ernor regarding the expenditure of 
about $75,000,000. It is doubtful 
whether the Legislature will author- 
ize the expenditure of such huge sums 
as an attempt will be made to amor- 
tize the debt over as long a period 
as possible at the least expense to the 
taxpayer. With this hurdle out of 
the way the Legislature can then 
turn its attention to the supplemen- 
tary budget and the State tax, the 
final matters of the session. 

It is rumored that Governor Ely 
will shortly send a message to the 
Legislature asking for liquor legisla- 
tion in the event that the 18 th 
Amendment is repenled before the 
General Court convenes again next 
January. It is doubtful whether the 
present session will consent to re- 
mit itiing to enact such legislation but 
will attempt to refer the matter to 
a recess commission with the possi- 
bility of agreeing to return for a 
special session in the fail if repeal 
is imminent. 

Governor Ely has turned his atten- 
tion to tiie Boston Police situation 
and bus stated that he will endeavor 
to get the bottom of the problem. The 
rumors that the Governor will seek 
to remove Commissioner Hultman and 
otherwise shake-up the department ure 
apparently without foundation. The 
Governor has stated that he is inter- 
ested in facts and not conclusions. 

A measure requiring the State Emer- 
gency Finance Board to distribute 
funds for public welfure on a uniform 
basis to all cities and towns was filed 
on Thursday by Acting Mayor Joseph 
McGrath of Boston. Under the laws 
passed by the last Congress each state 
wus grunted one-third of its public wel- 
fare expenditures for tho year, the 
State in turn to puy the money to its 
cities and towns. The Emergency Fi- 
nance Bourd, which hus supervision 
over tho distribution, has given out its 
decision thut it will plucu the money 
where it is most needed. Kurllor in

The 
following week (ns a result of pro- 
tests from Waltham citizens nnd the 
Chamber of Commerce of thnt city) 
Mayor Duane announced thnt he would 
not grant further permits to “carni- 
vnls”. In the item we refer to, we 
stated that it has been the practice 
of the owners of such carnivals to ob- 
tain permits in towns aud cities 
through the medium of veteran organ- 
izations; such organizations being 
paid a sum of money for co-operating. 

When we wrote the item, we were 
not aware that at thnt time a certain 
Veteran’s organization in this city 
had negotiated with a “carnival” 
company. The following week an- 
nouncements appeared in newspapers 
that this organization had obtained a 
permit from the Playground Depart- 
ment to hold a “Mardi Gras" at Vic- 
tory Field Playground, Nonantuin dur- 
ing the week starting June 19. We 
were informed the organization re- 
ceived $300 from the Carnival owners 
for getting the permit. “Mardi Gras” 
is the French name for "Shrove Tues- 
day” and literally means "Fat Tues- 
day.” It was so called from a cus- 
tom, centuries old, of holding carni- 
vals in European countries for several 
days preceding the Lenten season 
and on this last day "whoopee” was 
made. The “Mardi Gras” carnival es- 
tablished by the French in New Or- 
leans, in this country, has long been 
famous. 

The name has been misused in re- 
cent years by promoters of travelling 
carnivals such as held forth on Vic- 
tory Field, Nonantum, a couple of 
weeks ago. No gorgeous floats are 
shown in connection with such af- 
fairs, certainly they are not even re- 
motely connected with the observ- 
ance of Lent, and instead of limiting 
their "fat” days to Tuesdays, they 
endeavor to make every day a "fat” 
day for themselves. 

The carnival or travelling show 
which masqueraded on Victory Field 
playground under the alluring title 
“Mardi Gras.” was like others of its 
kind. It gave an exhibition of high 
diving to attract a crowd, had amuse- 
ments such as merry-go-rounds to ex- 
tract nickels from children, had some 
side-shows, Included refreshment 
booths to sell food and drinks and 
last, but not least, it depended large- 
ly for profits on a number of gam- 
bling devices run wide-open. These 
gambling concessions at carnivals are 
run scientifically. According to com- 
plaints made by suckers who lose their 
money at them, the wheels at these 
games are not operated on a “free 
wheeling" mechanism. The chauf- 
feurs of these gambling machines are 
alleged to be quite expert in apply- 
ing the brakes. And the easy- 
marks who are enticed into gam- 
bling their cash are lured by seeing 
apparently lucky persons win plenty 
of money. 

The writer is not hypocrite enough 
to pose as being rigidly righteous. He 
is not absolutely opposed to gambling. 
Most persons gamble more, or less. 
Either in the stock market, playing 
bridge or poker, or among the hum- 
bler classes — horse races, lotteries 
and the like. We don’t object to vet- 
eran organizations or fraternal socie- 
ties running field days and obtaining 
money by conducting games of chance. 
But, we do object to professional gam- 
blers coming into Newton, running 
questionable gambling devices and 
causing persons to squawk to the po- 
lice that they have been cheated, as 
was done at the recent carnival in No- 
nantum. A few years ago when the 
writer was a member of the Licenses 
Committee of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen, a member of a Newton vet- 
eran organization asked our support in 
voting to grant a permit to a carnival 
which applied for a permit to operate 
for a week in this city. That carni- 
val was to have paid $200 to the vet- 
erai organization. We told our friend 
that we would oppose the granting of 
the permit, which was refused by the 
Aldermen at that time. We also told 
him that we thought such a method of 
obtaining easy money would not re- 
dound to the credit of his organization 
or enhance its reputation. 

The large majority of the people of 
Nonantum do not want such ventures 
in their district. They don’t want 


the week Mayors of Springfield and 
Worcester entered their protest 
against the Board’s decision and asked 
for uniform distribution. Chairman 
Joseph W. Bartlett of the Board is 
planning to go to Washington to con- 
fer with Federal authorities regarding 
the situation. 

Yesterday the Senate passed to he 
engrossed the hill calling for the pay- 
ment of annuities to dependents of po- 
licemen, firemen, and investigators or 
examiners of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles killed or dying as the result 
of injuries received in the porfonnuneo 
of duties. The hill is ntude retroactive 
to Jan. 1, 1930. 

The hill for the abolition of tho 
Metropolitan Planning Division was 
referred to the next unnual session by 
roll-call of 23 to 9 with Sen. Hollis 
voting against the abolition. Tho 
abolition of the division was recom- 
mended by the special commission on 
reduction of expenditures along with 
six other divisions, five of which 
have passed out of existence. The 
Senate’s action means thut the Plan- 
ning Division will function for an- 
other yeur ut leust. 

An order was adopted directing the 
Public Utilities Commission to in- 
vestigate the expediency of prohibit- 
ing service charges for the domestic 
use of gas and electricity. The meusure 
is a Senate order and requires neither 
action by tiie House nor signature 
by the Governor.

"Sacrament” is the subject of the 
Lesson-Sermon which will be read in 
all Churches of Christ, Scientist, on 
Sunday. July 9. 

The Golden Text is; "The cup of 
blessing which we bless, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Christ?

youths who are attracted to such af- 
fairs disturbing the sleep of the neigh- 
borhood by noisy conduct as they 
travel homewards after midnight. 
They don’t want the children de- 
prived of their playground for a -week, 
and the grass on the playground 
trampled bare. Victory Playground 
was donated for years to Nonantum 
through the generosity of the late 
Andrew Adie of the Saxony Mill, with 
the co-operation of Samuel Hyslop, 
former agent of that mill. It took 
years of effort to develop the grass 
on that playground If you think it 
is an easy matter to grow grass on a 
playground, take a look at Boyd Park 
playground at Newton. 

With a large number of Nonantum 
residents receiving welfare aid from 
the city, was it logical to permit a 
money-extracting “carnival” to chisel 
in this section for a week? It was 
the first "carnival” permitted to ap- 
pear in Nonantum for many years. 
It should be the last and it will be 
if the wishes of Nonantum residents 
are recognized by officials of Newton. 
And such money extracting activ- 
ity should not be permitted in any 
other section of the city; particular- 
ly in any section populated by work- 
ing-class people who need all the 
money they have under present con- 
ditions. 


Cathedral of La Iras is 

Finished After Century 

A century of effort culminated In the 
completion of the Cathedral of La Paz, 
originally ordered by Marshal Santa 
Cruz, president of Mexico in 1835. 
Five thousand persons filled the big 
church for the initial mass. 

Architecturally, the edifice Is some- 
thing of a phenomenon. There is a 
difference of level between the en- 
trance and tiie altar which amounts 
to 45 feet. This was responsible, In 
part, for the remarkable depth of the 
foundations, which reach 95 feet. The 
floor area of the cathedral Is 13,000 
square fee*. 

Situated 12,000 feet above sea level, 
the cathedral is the largest building 
of any kind at such an altitude in any 
part of the world. During the hundred 
years required for its construction, 
civil wars and revolutions alternated 
with depressions and lack of funds in 
preventing an early completion of the 
work, and Its walls have seen more 
history during tiie construction period 
than many other completed cathedrals 
have seen in their entire existence. 

Indians from tiie surrounding moun- 
tains contributed some of the most 
precious carving, both In wood nnd 
stone. Indian labor raised the giant 
dome, piece by piece, in tills rarefied 
atmosphere until it towered 215 feet 
above the remainder of the building. 


Gasoline Mixture 

Gasoline requires to be mixed with 
a large amount of oxygen or air in 
order tq^rnuke it explode. According 
to an authority, from 1.4 to 0.4 per 
cent of gasoline makes an explosive 
mixture with air; u greater percent- 
age of gasoline burns without explo- 
sion. To burn gasoline completely, 
about 10 pounds of air is needed for 
euch pound of gasoline. The force or 
power of tiie explosion depends on tho 
umount of compression of tho charge 
of gasoline vapor and nlr. It is usu- 
ally compressed to a third or u quar- 
ter of its former volume, say from 15 
pounds per sqnure inch to 35, 00 or 75 
pounds per squure ineh at the end of 
the compression stroke of the piston. 
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Polish Corridor One of 

European Peace Problems 

The Polish Corridor, one of the prob- 
lems of European peace, and one of 
the points of Germnn irritation, is a 
strip of land running from Poland 
proper to the free city of Danzig. It 
gives Poland nn outlet to the sea by 
way of Danzig, but it drives a line 
through Germany In such a manner 
that East Prussia Is cut off from the 
rest of Germany. 

As a result of this barrier or outlet, 
depending upon the viewpoint, Ger- 
mans living In East Prussia must 
either face the inconvenience of pass- 
ing through the Polish border and cus- 
toms guards, or reaching Germany 
proper by way of the sea. The cor- 
ridor was set up by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, but since thnt time has grown 
to be a constant source of fear nnd 
worry. 

A comparable condition would exist 
if New York city were a free city simi- 
lar to Danzig and Canada were given 
a strip from tiie Canadian border down 
to New York, thus cutting off New 
England from the rest of the United 
States. — Washington Star.

The Eiffel Tower 

The Kill'd tower was built as one ot 
the central attractions of the Paris 
exposition of 1880. Its designer was 
the French engineer, Alexandre Gus- 
tave Eiffel — hence its name. After the 
exposition the French government de- 
cided to preserve it, and while it 
stands chiefly as a monument to en- 
gineering skill and an attraction for 
sightseers, it Is ulso an important gov- 
ernment station for meteorological ob- 
servations and wireless telegruphy. The 
tower is 084 feet high, ami until a few 
years ago was the tallest structure in 
the world.

Terraplanes Set 
New Record On 
Mount Washington 

New laurels for hill climbing were 
captured by Essex Terraplanes on 
Friday, June 30th. 

The ascent of Mount Washington, 
the highest inhabited peak in the 
east 1ms just been made by Chet Mil- 
ler driving a stock Essex Terraplane 
Eight in 13 minutes 33 seconds. This 
breaks the former official record es- 
tablished in 1930 by 1 minute 16 
seconds. Just previous to the climb 
by Chet Miller in the Terraplane 
Eight, A1 Miller In a Terraplane Six 
reached the summit in 13 minutes 58 
seconds, also bettering the former 
A. A. A. mark of 14 minutes 49 sec- 
onds. 

Following Chet Miller’s record 
breaking ascent he returned to the 
bottom of the mountain and then per- 
formed one of the most stupendous 
feats in the annals of motoring. With 
the gearshift lever of his Terraplane 
Eight locked and sealed in high gear 
by the A. A. A. representatives he 
ascended the mountain to its very 
summit and to make this performance 
even more remarkable, negotiated the 
last half mile among the clouds in 
the teeth of a howling gale which 
members of the staff of the observa- 
tory on top said registered 55 miles 
an hour. The report of the climb 
spread like wildfire through the 
mountains and visitors arrived at The 
Glen House to see the car and driver 
which made the climb that is regard- 
ed by old inhabitants of this section 
as little short of miraculous. Never 
before has any cat* even reached the 
half way house which is just below 
the timber line in high gear and the 
climb above is much more severe than 
that below, with the added difficulty 
of rarefied air and its effects on car- 
buretion. 

The two Terraplanes which made 
the record breaking ascents up the 
mountain are stock cars in every par- 
ticular. having been selected from 
the showroom floor by Mr. Taylor of 
tile A. A. A. and kept under his per- 
sonal supervision since he picked 
them at random at the factory. Noth- 
ing was removed from the cars which 
made the ascent. In accordance with 
A. A. A. rules full equipment, even 
to the spare tires, was carried on all 
the climbs.

Washington was born at Wnke- 
fleld, between Bridges creek and Popes 
creek, and here on the originnl site 
a mansion-house of the dimensions of 
the house in which Washington was 
born and which was burned In 1780, 
has been constructed by the Wakefield 
National Memorial association.

Serious Fire in 

Newton Home

Bolt Shatters Spire and Knocks 
Holes In Roof

on the tower at the church and some 
of the heavy fragments of granite 
crashed through the roof of the parish 
house at the church, 30 feet below the 
location of the spire. Four holes were 
mado in the roof, and pieces of the 
shattered spire littered the church 
yard and Washington st. The lire de- 
partment was notified and ladders 
were raised to the roof of the struc- 
ture by the firemen who spread can- 
vas over the holes to prevent the heavy 
rain damaging the interior of the 
building. 


Cave-in Nearly 
Buries Workmen* 


Two workmen nearly lost their 
lives at Garland rd., Newton Centre, 
on Monday afternoon when a trench 
they were digging caved in. The 
men. Pasquale Yarossi, 39, of 84 West 
st., Nonantum, and Carmine Trillo, 
47, of 13 Middle st., Nonantum, 
were employed by Louis Proia of 
Boyd st., Newton, with other men 
to make a connection from a house 
to the sewer in the street. At 4:50 
one side of the trench in which they 
were working caved in. Yarossi was 
buried up to his neck; Trillo was 
buried up to his waist. Fellow work- 
men, headed by Giuseppe Salvucci, 
dug frantically to free the endan- 
gered men, and in half an hour had 
them free. Both men received bruises 
on their legs, but refused to go to 
the hospital. The police ambulance 
had been driven to the sceue short- 
ly after the cave-in occurred. 


No Mail Delivery 
Wed. Afternoons 


The people of Newton, in common 
with residents of the other cities and 
towns in the Boston postal district 
and other postoffices hither and 
thither, received no delivery of mail 
to their homes or places of business 
on Wednesday afternoon. And, ac- 
cording to the present plans of the 
Postoffice Department they will re- 
ceive no delivery of mail on any 
Wednesday afternoon for the next 
three months. The ingenuous excuse 
given by some postal officials lor this 
further curtailment of the postal serv 
ice is — that a large percentage of re- 
tail business places close Wednesday 
afternoons during July and August 
and the postoffice department is mere- 
ly co-operating in this movement. The 
real reason is — that an order was re- 
cently promulgated by the Postmaster 
General imposing an additional lay- 
off of nine days on postal employees, 
and these Wednesday “half-holidays” 
(without pay) is one way of putting 
this nine days lay-off into affect.

Boy Scout Camp 
Moves to Douglas 
Reservation 

New Site Well Adapted To 
Camp Life 

The Pioneer Camp of the Norum- 
bega Council, Newton, and Wellesley. 
Boy Scouts of America, was moved 
on Tuesday from the Nobscot Reser- 
vation. where it lias been in opera- 
tion since July 2, to Camp Barker 
in Douglas. 

Camp on Beautiful Site 

Camp Barker is located on the 
shores of Laurel Lake, in Douglas, 
Mass., near the Rhode Island lino and 
about 18 miles south southwest of 
Worcester. The country round-about 
is quite wild and the lake itself is 
very attractive. The site is covered 
with large, old deciduous and coni- 
fer trees, with a big grove of white 
pines and hemlocks. It is in this 
grove that the Whippoorwill starts 
his melancholy song and the Patrol 
located there last year took its name 
from the bird which gave them their 
nightly serenade. 

The staff last year moved the en- 
tire waterfront down in front of the 
big, long-slabbed mess hall and 
built a one-hundred-foot pier with 
a forty-flve-foot cross-section. This 
entire waterfront set-up will be used 
this year. The camp fleet consists of 
eight canoes, four row boats, a life 
boat (used in swimming periods 
only) and two sail-boats of the Cotuit- 
Bay type. This entire fleet will be 
recommissioned for camp use as soon 
as possible. 

Unusual Camp Plan 

The plan for operating the camp 
tlds year is quite unusual aud was 
inaugurated by the Council last year, 
during the summer, at the Nobscot 
Reservation. As is the custom in 
Norumbega's summer camps, the 
hoys are divided into Patrols, follow- 
ing a basic principle of Scouting, 
each \Vith its own Patrol Leader. At 
the pioneer-type camp, however, in- 
stead of a central mess hall, each 
Patrol has its own kitchen, under 
improvised shelter and does its own 
cooking all the time. The menu is 
well balanced, the food of sufficient 
quantity and of high quality; and, 
as observation of the cooking or 
eating of the meals would quickly 
prove, the boys do an excellent job 
of cooking. 

The entire principle of the camp 
is that “we do not camp for camp- 
ing’s sake,” but strive to make the 
most of the great opportunities for 
character building which go with a 
proper camp program. Cooking for 
themselves is not primarily to save 
money, though it does cut the cost 
materially, but it develops a great 
deal of self-reliance, self-confidence 
and ability to meet and deal with 
situations as they arise. 

Very Low Fee Charged 

The fees at camp run from 60c per 
Scout per period to a maximum of 
$4.00 per period, plus 60c for ex- 
tra meals for every Scout who stays 
over a week-end between periods. 
The very low fee is due entirely to 
the fact that there is an infinitesimal 
overhead; the staff is entirely volun- 
teer, there is no camp cook to pay. 
there is no insurance or maintenance 
of buildings, so the fee charged is 
simply to cover the cost of food and 
a very slight amount allowed for 
some repairs and fixing up equipment 
so that it will be in proper condition 
to use. This unusual situation may 
never arise again in connection with 
the Council's summer camping pro- 
gram at a site like Camp Barker, so 
the conditions this year cannot be 
taken as a precedent. 

Fine Staff to Operate Camp 

While camp is extremely low in 
cost per Scout, it is in no sense of 
the word “cheap.” Equipment, staff 
and all else are rated at a very 
high standard. Scouts will sleep In 
large tents, with board floors and 
every Scout will have a spring cot 
with a tick. Kitchens will be prop- 
erly equipped and sheltered. 

The most important part of the 
camp, the staff, is composed of high- 
grade, experienced men and young 
men. The Camp Director is Mr. L. 
A. Bruce, Jr., Scout Executive of 
Noruinbega Council for the past six 


Edward E. Whiting 
Addresses Rotary 
On New Deal 

Says Both Parties Should Sup- 
port New Deal 

“ ’The New Deal' is a heroic ges- 
ture, an attempted escape from an 
intolerable situation, and whether we 
are Democrats or Republicans, we 
should give it our whole-hearted sup- 
port," said E. E. Whiting, well-known 
journalist and citizen of Newton, in 
his talk at the Monday luncheon 
meeting of the Newton Rotarians at 
the Braeburn Country Club. “We must 
keep our heads in this time of 

change. We must banish pessimism. 
In the oldest known writing on 
Egyptian papyrus, the same pessim- 
istic note is struck that we hear 

today, and again and again we read 

in history that the good old times 

are gone and that children do not 
obey their parents as they once did. 
What we should aim at now is a 
reasonable prosperity, not a boom, 
and until that prosperity comes, we 
should not allow politics to enter 
the situation." 

Mr. Whiting told of an Incident at 
the New York Convention of 1924 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt, crippled 
by infantile paralysis, passing 
through a room tilled with weary 
newspapermen, made such an im- 
pression upon them that they all 
instinctively took off their hats. They 
felt that here was a man in a thou- 
sand, able by sheer pluck and perse- 
verance to rise above his infirmities, 
and yet even then they could not 
foresee the creativeness and the dy- 
namic energy that he has shown as 
President. The speaker told many 
humorous anecdotes to illustrate his 
points, some of them stories of for- 
mer President Coolidge. 

It was ladies' day and Rotary- 
Aims to the number of 22 came as 
guests with husband and friend. 
There were eight other visitors, six 
of whom were members of other Ro- 
tary Clubs. President Harry Hanson 
was in the chair and Vice-President

A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held last night by or- 
der of Mayor Weeks; seventeen mem- 
bers were present. Most of the time 
was spent in committee conference 
behind closed doors during which dis- 
cussion was held on matters involv- 
ing the appropriations of large sums 
of money. These appropriations in- 
cluded $14,400 for the payment of 
the land at West Newton now occu- 
pied in part by the police headquar- 
ters building; $15,000 for the Welfare 
Department for aid of poor outside 
the city home; $14,000 for the Wa- 
ter Department to have the water 
mains in the city tested by a device 
known as a “pitometer”: $2,600 for 
water mains: $50,000 additional for 
tlie new high level sewer; $420.80 for 
two new motorcycles for the police 
department; $175 for a fire alarm sig- 
nal at the pumping station of the 
Water Department. 

The discussion regarding the appro- 
priation of the money for the land 
at West Newton is printed elsewhere. 
The money for the aid of the poor is 
necessitated by the continuance of 
unemployment among a large percent- 
age of Newton residents. The appro- 
priation for the fire alarm signal at 
the pumping station was made be- 
cause the Water Commissioner stated 
that this signal is necessary in or- 
der to allow the engineers at the 
pumping station know just where in 
tlie city fires occur, so that water 
pressure may he increased in such a 
section. 

The considerable amount of money 
appropriated for the “pitometer” 
tests of the water mains resulted 
from the assertion of Water Com- 
missioner ElUs that such tests are 
necessary. About $200,000 has been 
or will he spent by the city in lav- 
ing new water mains. The “pitome- 
ter'’ is a device which is attached 
to the top of a water main and It 
shows what the pressure and carry 
ing capacity is. Ellis says that by 
its use. leaks in mains will he de- 
tected and waste eliminated. Also, by 
finding what the capacity and pres- 
sure of the mains are. and thus a 
more efficient extension of the water 
main system can he made. The Water 
Commissioner said that he does not 
know what the exact cost of the sur- 
vey by means of the “pitometer" will 
be. but it will cost $14,000 for a 
starter. The work of making excava- 
tions for using the device will he 
done by employees of the Water De- 
partment. 

The aldermen also authorized the 
sale of $60,000 more of the bonds 
which comprise part of the Cousens 
Fund which was donated for the pur- 
pose of enabling persons of small 
means in Newton to acquire their own 
homes. 

At the special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen last night it was voted 
to appropriate the sum of $14,400 to 
pay persons, who in 1 91 S donated 
a parcel of land at West Newton to 
the city; this land to be used as 
part of the site for a new city hall. 
On part of this land is now located 
tlie police headquarters building. 
There were seventeen aldermen pres- 
ent at the meeting: the absentees 
were Aldermen Farrell, Gordon. How- 
lett and Jamieson. Those who voted 
for the appropriation were Gallagher, 
Grebenstein, Hill. Collins. Bowen. 
Hutchinson, Floyd. Cronin, McKay, 
Chandler Cordingley. Hawkins. Mur- 
ray. Tiiose who voted agaiust the ap- 
propriation were — Holden. Pratt, 
Sproat and Temperley. 

The donors of the land com- 
prised a group of West Newton resi- 
dents and the land was the site for- 
merly occupied by the old Congrega- 


in Newton Centre. Mayor Weeks con- 


land. The trustees are Hon. Charles 
E. Hatfield. Henry B. Day and George 
Barker. On the supposition that the 
trustees and donors of the land, who 
were interviewed, were willing that 
the site should he used for the po- 
lice headquartrs building, the costly 
structure was erected thereon. After 
the building had been erected de- 
mands were made by a few of the 
donors that they be paid for their

The Newton Y. M. C. A. nine con- 
tinued to make it a ninaway race in 
the Newton Twilight league circuit 
this week by taking two more games 
to extend its winning streak to ten 
straight. With the second nnd ninth 
place teams separated by only a two 
game margin a general slmkeup in 
the standing occurred.

Naming Passenger Ships 

Requires Good Judgment 

In naming passenger ships consider- 
ation must be pnld to ease of pronun- 
ciation. An example exists in the case 
of the Cunarder Tyrrhenla, says n 
writer in the Weekly Telegraph. 

As soon as she was so named half 
a dozen different ways of pronouncing 
her title came Into existence. She was 
called “Tle-rhinnia” by her officers; 
“Tle-rhenia” ashore; and by the crew, 
after unhappy experiences with the 
German shopkeepers when she was on 
the Hamburg-New York run. she was 
wittily nicknamed “Try-and-ruin-you." 

The result of these complications 
was that the Cunard authorities made 
a complete change from their usual 
practice of naming their vessels after 
countries, etc. (Lusitania for Portugal, 
Mauretunia for North Africa, and so 
on), and renamed the Tyrrhenla Lun- 
castrla, thus incidentally paying Lan- 
cashire a compliment.

On 
February 20, 1702, it passed an aet to 
reorganize the post office system and 
to extend franking privileges to mem- 
bers of congress* The Secoud congress 
provided that "letter curriers are to 
be employed at such post offices as the 
postmaster general may direct, for de- 
livery of letters, who may collect on 
each letter two cents, unless persons 
lodge lu the post office a request that 
their letters be not delivered."

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THE NEW DEAL EXTENDED 

The “new deal” is extending into the various states. Under 
the terms of legislation proposed here the State, cities and 
towns will be authorized, provided the projects receive Fed- 
eral approval, to expend a total of $75,000,000 upon public 
works projects, plus the sums to be granted the State under 
the terms of the National Industrial Recovery Act. Various 
changes are being announced almost daily as to just what can 
be done under the Federal bill and it is, to say the least, in- 
definite. The proposed State legislation divides the matter 
into two distinct parts, one dealing with projects to be done 
by the State and the other by municipal projects. Under the 
former the State will be allowed to spend $22,000,000 with 
no more than $17,000,000 to be borrowed from the Federal 
government and the remainder being received as the grant. 
A clause in the bill provides that Massachusetts will not be 
called upon to repay this amount if any other state has a 
similar debt cancelled or relieved ft l any way. In order to 
provide for repayment the measure takes the money from 
the highway fund with the exception that any loans will be 
for long term periods of about thirty years. Such long term 
borrowing is unusual in the financing of the State of Massa- 
chusetts and while it has many objections against it there is 
considerable to the feeling that Massachusetts taxpayers will 
pay the money to the Federal government in the first instance 
and if there is a likelihood that it will not have to be repaid 
they should not be called upon to pay it again to the State in 
order for the State to pay it to the Government on its loan.

and shops which show consideration 
for employees.

Employees in the Newton postof- 
flees, in common with other postof- 
flee employees throughout the coun- 
try who have 30 or more years of 
service, received official inquiries yes- 
terday as to whether, or not, they J e * 
sire to be retired on a pension. This 
proposal on the part of the U S. 
Government may seem very gener- 
ous to persons who do not realize 
its real meaning. It not only, if 
made compulsory, will greatly in- 
crease the inefficiency of the already 
shattered postal service, but it would 
cause a great injustice to many thou- 
sands of competent employees who 
have served the public faithfully for 
30 years and more. It would reduce 
bv 50% or more the comparatively 
small incomes postofflee workers have 
been receiving. It would deprive the 
public of the experienced service ol 
men in the prime of life It would re- 
tire on pensions men of 50 years of 
age, or slightly over; men who en- 
tered the service as youths of IS to 
*>1 And although such comparatively 
young men would be retired em- 
ployees considerably older would be 
retained on active duty because they 
did not enter the service until they 
were in their 30s. If you desire to 
retain the services of your faithful 
letter carrier or postoffice clerks, 
protest to your Congressman against 
this plan. 


We are hearing much these days 
about the “new deal” for humanity. 
About codes being formulated to con- 
trol agriculture, business, industry. 
About the endeavors of President Roos- 
evelt and his fellow countrymen to 
end the depression, to get this country 
out of the rut, to make the world a 
good place again in which to live. We 
are watching the efforts being made 
to reduce working hours so that more 
persons will have employment ; ef- 
forts to better working conditions. 


Here in Newton (as in other places) 
it has been the custom for many years 
to close retail stores and other bus- 
iness places on Wednesday afternoons 
during July and August in order that 
the owners and employees may have 
a few opportunities during the sum- 
mer months for relaxation and recre- 
ation. Such stores and shops are usu- 
ally business enterprises where those 
engaged must work Saturday after- 
noons and evenings, unlike the great 
majority of workers who enjoy Sat- 
urday half holidays. Most of the 
stores and shops in Newton observed 
this custom starting last Wednesday. 
If the people of the Newtons want to 
assist in procuring for workers in the 
stores and shops of this city a few' 
opportunities for w’ell deserved relax- 
ation during the two hottest months 
of the year, they should refrain from 
doing any shopping in this city on 
Wednesday afternoons during July and 
August. They should show their ap- 
preciation of the Wednesday after- 
noon closing movement by planning to 
shop, or patronize, either on Tuesday 


Another protest from citizens to 
Congressmen and the Post office De- 
partment should be made on the cessa- 
tion of mail deliveries by letter car- 
riers on Wednesday afternoons. Os- 
tensibly this is being done because of 
the fact that many retail stores close 
during July and August on Wednes- 
day afternoons. In reality it is part 
of the gradual Impairment of the 
postal service in the so-called econ- 
omy program. Is it consistent for the 
Federal Government to urge private 
enterprise to create more w’ork for 
the unemployed when the government 
itself continues to take jobs away from 
many thousands of its employees and 
thus increase the number of the unem- 
ployed? 


The closing of Rockland place at 
its Roylston st. end (the new Wor- 
cester turnpike) in Newton Upper 
Falls by the laying of curbstones, 
not only deprives the residents of 
Rockland place of means of vehicu- 
lar travel to and from the turnpike, 
w’hich has been their right in the 
past, but also creates a serious hand- 
icap to the fire protection of that 
section of the city. This stupid pro- 
ceeding should be corrected at once. 


Arlington has joined the ranks of 
cities and towms which permit their 
policemen to dress sensibly and com- 
fortably during the hot summer 
months. But, the policemen of New- 
ton are still compelled to swelter and 
suffer by being forced to wear 
heavy, blue serge uniform coats 
with the thermometer registering in 
the eighties and nineties. And New- 
ton is supposed to be an intelligent- 
ly conducted city.

Aldermen Vote 
Big Appropriations 

(Continued from Page 1) 

shares in the land donated on the 
allegation thnt the city had broken 
its agreement by not building the 
city hall thereon. 

At the meeting last night those 
who spoke in favor of paying for the 
land Included Aldermen Bowen, Gal- 
lagher. Hawkins and Cronin. The 
Intter was not a member of the 
Board when the discussions regard- 
ing the use of the land and the 
erection of the police building there 
on were discussed and action taken, 
and therefore did not have first-hand 
knowledge of what had transpired. 

Alderman Holden, the first speaker 
on the matter, said: 

It might appear to some that I was 
in the unusual position of knowing 
thnt whatever 1 may say will per- 
haps not influence the final vote of 
this Board on this question. However, 
it has occurred to me thnt last year 
about this time, fourteen of us had 
the courage to change our minds and 
our votes with regard to the Ham- 
monds Pond Parkway and by thnt ac- 
tion the citizens of this City are now 
beginning to realize thnt there is near- 
ly two hundred thousand dollars 
available for their use that would 
not be available if we had not re- 
versed our decisions. Therefore, it 
seems to me thnt I am talking to n 
group of men who are open minded 
and it is up to me to prove my con- 
tention. 

This Board of Aldermen lias had 
a gentlemen’s agreement with the 
Mayor and with its members thnt we 
would appropriate money only for es- 
sentials. It is my belief that we have 
followed this rule religiously, and not 
without some criticism to ourselves. 
In other words, there is not one of 
us who has not been forced to turn 
down worthy and needed improve- 
ments for the citizens of this City 
because we felt that we must hew to 
the rigid line of economy during the 
depression period. I could bring up 
many examples to prove this point, 
but I think that we all understand 
it and I think that the citizens of 
this City know it. Consequently. I 
am taking my first point as a fact 
that we. as a Board of Aldermen, 
have only appropriated money for es- 
sentials during this year. Therefore, 
if I can prove to you gentlemen that 
the expenditure of this money is not 
necessary at this time It seems to 
me that the appropriation will not 
be made. 

I wonder how many of you have 
looked up the Deed of Gift. I have 
here a copy from the records of the 
City Clerk's office which gives the 
exact wording of this Deed of Gift 
as recorded on February 25, 1918 at 
the South District Registry of Deeds 
of Middlesex County and being Docu- 
ment Number 23,713 and being tran- 
scribed into Registration Book 59. 
Page 237. I will not bother with the 
detailed description of the land as 
given but will only read that part 
of the Deed which refers to the ac- 
tual conditions in which this land 
was given to the City of Newton. 
“Said premises are hereby conveyed 
subject to the condition subsequent 
that the said City of Newton shall 
within a period of thirty years from 
October 1. 1917 erect an adequate 
City Hall in whole or In part on the 
premises hereby conveyed, and there- 
after during the residue of said pe- 
riod of thirty years, unless before 
the end of said period of thirty years 
said city shall be consolidated with 
or merged in a greater city, occupy 
the same for the purpose of a City 
Hall, and that upon any breach of 
the said condition the trustees or 
their successors may enter upon said 
premises and repossess themselves of 
the same.” 

In other words it seems to me that 
any layman can. with this simple 
wording, see for himself that the City 
has until 1947 a clear and unques- 
tioned deed to this land. I have heard 
the argument raised that because we 
have erected a new City Hall in New- 
ton Centre, that we will not erect a 
City Hall in West Newton. That may 
he true, but under the terms of the 
Deed as I see it. we still have until 
1947 to erect a City Hall on this land 
in question if we so desire, and be- 
cause we have erected a City Hall 
here at this site does not invalidate 
the Deed or our right to erect a City 
Hall in West Newton during the next 
fourteen years. 

I have heard it argued that be- 
cause the new Police Station is now 
occupying a portion of this land that 
we are trespassers on the land, and 
that we are breaking the terms of 
the Deed of Girt. This, to my mind, 
is not a fact because during the last 
sixteen years we have used the old 
church building for a library, to house 
our Building Department and poll- 
ing booths, and the American Le- 
gion. In other words, we have used 
it for municipal purposes. We are 
now using it for municipal purposes, 
and although it is beyond the wildest 
imagination that we would ever ho 
forced to abandon this site for a City 
Hall, or tear down the present Po- 
lice Station, yet the fact 'remains 
that there is a possibility. Conse- 
quently. it seems to me without ques- 
tion of doubt that we have a deed to 
this land for fourteen more years. 

I have heard also the argument 
that this appropriation would be the 
final wind-up of our cost on the new 
City Hall, and that instead of con- 
sidering it only as a fourteen thou- 
sand, tour hundred dollar appropria- 
tion, vte should consider it as a mil 
lion dollar proposition, because it ap- 
plies to the erection of the new 
City Hall. It may be possible in the 
minds of you gentlemen to consider 
it in such a way and I, for one, 
would not question the appropriation 
in the larger sense if one could get 
uwuy from the fact that by the ap- 
propriation of fourteen thousand, four 
hundred dollars, we are increasing 
our tax rate by eight or nine cents. 
In other words, by failing to appro- 
priate this money und assuming that 
we have the tux rate of last year, 
we might this year have u tax rate 
of twenty-four dollurs und ninety- 
one and a fraction cents. 

One good urgument is that the 
purchase of this property at this 
time would tneun thut we ure buying 
it at its lowest possible cost due 


to economic conditions. I might ar- 
gue thnt. if one talks to the mer- 
chants in West Newton, he will dis- 
cover that because the people on the 
south side of Washington st. are 
buying in Boston, and the people on 
the north side of the street are 
buying in Wnlthnm. the West New- 
ton merchant Is being forced out of 
business. If this Is true, It will mean 
a depreciation in business property 
in West Newton, and therefore the 
price of business-zoned lnnd will de- 
crease In value. However, both of 
these arguments nre based on possi- 
bilities and are perhaps not worthy 
of our consideration. The fact, how- 
ever, remains and that is thut money 
put out at compound interest doubles 
itself in twelve years so that we 
still could afford to pay one hundred 
per cent more for this property In 
fourteen years’ time and still be the 
winners from the straight dollars and 
cents point of view in the transac- 
tion. 

In the face of the above arguments 
it seems to me thnt technically there 
is no question but thnt the money 
should not he appropriated. However, 
nil of us enn go into strict legal or 
technical arguments and win a point. 
There yet remains the moral point. 
To me, the generous men and women 
who got together and gave this money 
for the purchase of the land so that 
it might be given to the City of New- 
ton, should have a large factor in de- 
termining the final outcome. Also the 
splendid generosity of Mayor Weeks 
in sacrificing his fnther’s donation 
which comes to him and his sister as 
heirs of his father’s estate, should 
also have due consideration. There- 
fore. instead of sticking directly to 
the legal or technical side of the ques- 
tion, I think that a middle course 
should be pursued and that these men 
and women who so generously gave 
of their goods to the City should not 
be compelled to wait the full legal time 
before financial restitution is made. 
Therefore, I. for one, favor the City 
spending this money and the purchase 
of this land just as soon as the City 
begins to spend money for non-essen- 
tials. It may be in a year’s time, it 
may be in two years time, it may be 
in five years time. Who knows? 

But until such time is reached I 
cannot conscientiously vote for spend- 
ing of money for non-essentials to 
one group of citizens and turn down an- 
other group, no matter how public- 
spirited the first group may be. 

Following Alderman Holden’s re- 
marks, Alderman Bowen spoke in fa- 
vor of the appropriation. He said 
that the donors w'ere public spirited 
citizens whose terms of gift had not 
been respected and that as a matter 
of justice they are entitled to the re- 
turn of their donations. He commented 
that they are not impoverished, and 
that it is probable that the money 
which will be returned to them, will 
be donated to philanthropic causes. 

Alderman Pratt said that when he 
voted for the erection of the police 
building on the sitp it occupied, he 
understood that the site occupied 
by the old city hall was to be sold by 
the city. He argued that the present 
is no time for the taxpayers to be fur- 
ther burdened by the purchase of more 
land for park purposes, and he assert- 
ed that the appropriation for the land 
in question should be made only after 
the old city hall site will have been 
sold, and then only that part of the 
land actually occupied by the police 
building should be purchased. 

Alderman Gallagher asserted that 
some of the donors of the land are 
now “broke”, are badly in need of 
money, and should get their contri- 
butions returned. Alderman Pratt, in 
reply, commented that many of the 
taxpayers are also “broke” and are 
entitled to consideration. Alderman 
Hawkins, favoring the payment, said 
a mistake had been made and should 
be corrected. Alderman Sproat agreed 
with Alderman Holden. He said that 
at the present time the city needs all 
the money available for the relief of 
the needy and for other public de- 
mands which are pressing. 

Alderman Temperley reviewed the 
history of the donation of the land 
the conferences between the Mayor 
and the Aldermen and the under- 
standing on the part of the latter, 
when they voted for the erection of 
the police station that it w r as to be 
erected on the site of the old police 
building; land owned by the city for 
some years. Instead, when the old 
police building was moved at an ex- 
pense of $900 on a part of the land, 
other than what was originally 
planned, the county court house was 
built on the city land and the police 
station on the donated land. He re- 
ferred to the fact that the aldermen 
had voted to build the police station 
at West Newton in deference to the 
residents of that village because of 
the removal of the old city hall. He 
told of the purchase of the land on 
Cherry st. by the county officials for 
the site of the court house; how the 
city had taken over this land in ex- 
change of the much more valuable 
site on Washington st., at a cost to 
the citizens of Newton of about $40,- 
000 without a scrap of paper being 
shown to the aldermen to assure them 
that the 'city’s interests were being 
safeguarded. He told of the covering 
of Cheese Cake Brook and the con- 
struction of a large drain in connec- 
tion with tlie project, and he agreed 
with Alderman Holden that there is 
no reason why the money should be 
appropriated now, when the deed gives 
the city until 1947. 

Mayor Weeks and his sister, Mrs 
John Davidgc of Washington, entitled 
to $1600 as their shares of the donuted 
land, waived their rights and will 
not accept any money.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

On Wednesday noon there seemed 
a possibility that the Legislature 
might complete the work before it 
and prorogue sometime Saturday and 
with this in view double sessions for 
yesterday and today and one for Sat- 
urday were ordered. Yesterday Gov- 
ernor Ely sent in three messages on 
matters of considerable importance 
and it immediately became apparent 
that the General Court would remain 
in session for several days longer at 

the least and possibly a week or two 

more. 

Chief among the Governor’s mes- 
sages on Thursday was one asking 
for enactment of legislation to handle 
the control of liquor upon ratification 
of the repeal of prohibition. It has 
been understood for sometime that 
the Governor was Insistent upon this 
matter hut it was believed that he 
would consent to a study of the sit- 
uation by a recess commission with 
the stipulation that it he ready to re- 
port when and if a special session 
were called prior to the convening 
of the regular session next January. 
In fact such a committee would have 
been set-up under an order which 
originated in the Senate last week 
and was taken up in the House early 
this week. This order constituted the 
Committee on Legal Affairs the re- 
cess body but au amendment offered 
by Rep. Hays of Brighton was adopted 
in the House on Wednesday authoriz- 
ing the president of the Senate and 
Speaker Saltonstnll of the House to 
name the committee. Rep. Hays 
asked reconsideration of the matter 
on Thursday and along with the mes- 
sage from the Governor it was re- 
ferred back to the Committee on Le 
gal Affairs. That committee will hold 
a hearing next Monday morning upon 
the questions involved. 

Another of the Governor’s messages 
yesterday sought legislation ‘‘in or- 
der to promote better government in 
the City of Boston” by provision for 
a run-off primary for the choice of 
Mayor. The Governor stated that un- 
der the present form, ‘‘the evils of 
which are too apparent to need elab- 
oration.” a minority choice of the 
people may become the Mayor. The 
Committee on Cities, to whom the 
message was referred, will hold a 
hearing on the message on Monday 
morning. Petitions for similar legis- 
lation have repeatedly been turned 
down by previous legislatures but 
never before have they been sponsored 
by the Governor. 

The third gubernatorial message 
brought the supplementary budget be- 
fore the General Court. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means which will hold a hear- 
ing on it Monday morning. In the 
supplementary budget the Governor 
sees the need of about two and three- 
quarters millions of dollars more than 
previously provided. Items included 
in this budget were for sums made 
necessary by legislation passed dur- 
ing the present session and for cer- 
tain necessary departmental increases 
These would be financed with $720,- 
000 from the general fund and $2.- 
013.000 from the highway fund. The 
Governor also seeks legislation pro- 
viding for the refunding of overdue 
obligations now held in the sinking 
fund and in addition he desires an 
increase in the number of State po- 
lice officers the expense of which he 
urges be taken from the reserve fund. 

Among other messages sent in by 
the Governor earlier in the week was 
one asking temporary suspension of 
the 6 o’clock statute affecting women 
in the textile and leather industries. 


The legislation was sought in order 
to bring these industries in Massachu- 
setts in conformity with other states 
and was deemed advisable In order 
to permit these local industries to 
compete favorably with those of other 
states under the national textile code 
in connection with the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act. The Commit- 
tee on Labor and Industries, with 
six members dissenting from the re- 
port. will shortly report a hill lift- 
ing this statute while the national 
code is operative. 

The same committee also is report- 
ing a resolve, based upon another 
of the Governor’s messages, providing 
for the creation of a State agency to 
work with the Federal Government 
in the expansion of public employ- 
ment office systems. Under the bill 
recently passed by Congress the 
State will receive a grant of $39,000 
in carrying out this aid to employ- 
ment when the act becomes opera- 
tive and up to 1938 will match dol- 
lar for dollar the sum appropriated 
by the State to increase this work up 
to a limit of $103,000. 

Other messages from the Governor 
included vetoes and recommendations 
for certain changes In mensures that 
came to him to sign. On Tuesday am 
other veto of a resolve in favor of 
the reimbursement of a state em- 
ployee. John Carrol, of Waltham for 
damages in an automobile accident. 
As in previous instances the Govern- 
or’s veto was overridden by a large 
margin by a vote of 198 to 3. Rep- 
resentatives Baker and Briinblecom 
voted with the majority with Rep. 
Luitwieler not recorded. Rep. Luit- 
wieler, missing his first roll-call since 
becoming a member of the House nine 
years ago. Is on a visit to his birth- 
place in New York state. 

On Wednesday on another veto by 
the Governor the House reversed its 
majority by sustaining his action by 
a vote of 203 to 9. The veto was on 
a bill aiming at transient vendors and 
requiring a heavy bond for a license 
for such vendors for the first year of 
business. In his veto message the 
Governor expressed the opinion that 
the measure was too broad and would 
materially affect others outside of the 
class of dealers it was desired to con- 
trol. 

On Tuesday the matter came be- 
fore the House for action and with 
Rep. Pratt facing the necessity of 
getting a four-fifths vote in order 
to get the petition into the House. 
After a lengthy debate the issue 
went to roll-call with 88 voting in 
favor of admitting the petition and 
103 opposed. Rep. Baker and Brim- 
blecom opposed the petition. There 
remained hut one other matter on 
the calendar for the day. This was 
a report of the Banks and Banking 
Committee that no further legisla- 
tion (other than the enabling act 
which passed the House last week) 
was necessary on the Governor’s 
message pertaining to the National 
Home Loan Rank Act. Refore Speak- 
er Saltonstall put the question on 
accepting this report, Rep. Pratt 
moved to adjourn which motion was 
voted down. The question of accept- 
ing the report was put and Rep. 
Pratt again sought adjournment be- 
fore the vote was taken but objection 
was raised. Another motion was of- 
fered to postpone the matter* to the 
next session which was also defeated 
and Mr. Pratt again tried unsuccess- 
fully to adjourn the House. Again an 
attempt was made to put the matter 
over but objection was made and af- 
ter some debate Rep. Crowley of 


Somerville, who with Mr. Pratt and 
Rep. Delnioro of Lowell, was a co- 
petitioner on the mandatory legisla- 
tion. moved suspension of the rules 
that t ho matter might he recommit- 
ted. This motion was also defeated 
and again Rep. Pratt moved to ad- 
journ and was again defeated. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick of Holyoke moved the 
previous question and Mr. Pratt 
asked for a count of tho House to as 
certain if a quorum were present 
There not being a quorum present he 
again moved adjournment but 
defeated and the Sergeant of Arms 
was sent to secure a quorum, the doors 
being locked to prevent those mem- 
bers from leaving. About the time it 
was found that many members had 
left the State House and that a quorum 
could not he obtained Rep. Pratt with- 
drew his doubt of tho presence of 
quorum and again sought adjournment 
without success. The report of the 
Committee was then accepted and Rep. 
Crowley gave notice that he would 
move reconsideration on Wednesday 
and the House then adjourned amid 
considerable laughter as Speaker Sal- 
tonstall announced that the action was 
upon the motion of Mr. Pratt. Rep. 
Crowley stated on Wednesday that he 
would not seek reconsideration.

No Mail Delivery 
Tues. Afternoons 


The delivery of mall was further re- 
duced this week. In addition to no 
delivery on Wednesday afternoon, 
there Was no delivery on Tuesday af- 
ternoon. As there has been no de- 
livery on Saturday afternoons for 
some time, this makes three days in 
each week when there wllk be no af- 
ternoon delivery of mail. This addi- 
tional curtailment of the mail serv- 
ice is not confined to the Boston Pos- 
tal District. It is country wide. The 
cause of the suspension of the free 
delivery service on these afternoons; 
a service which residents and business 
people of this city had enjoyed for 
about 40 years, is the 9 days’ furlough 
which was ordered for postal employ 
ees by the Postmaster General recent- 
ly. This furlough is in addition to a 
20 days furlough previously ordered 
Both furloughs were — and are, with- 
out pay, and the object is to reduce 
the expenditures of the Post Office De- 
partment and help balance the nation- 
al budget. The postal employees get 
a substantial reduction in wages; the 
public is deprived of service which 
been given for more than a generation. 

The Tuesday afternoon deliveries 
will be suspended during the months 
of July and August; the Wednesday 
afternoon deliveries during these two 
months and also September. The Post- 
office Department promises that fol- 
lowing these months the deliveries on 
these days will be resumed.

Catching Autoists 
Who Fail To 
“Stop and Enter” 

Officer Munroe Waging Cam- 
paign to Prevent Accidents 


Patrolman Frank Munroe has 
been doing excellent work in appre- 
hending autoists who ignore the

Addresses Rotary 
On Esperanto As 
Ideal Language 

Ernest Dow Prominent Student 
of the Universal Tongue 


“Go to, let us go down and there 
confound their language that they 
may not understand one another’s 
speech.” Using this verse from Gen 
eels as his text, Mr. Ernest F. Dow 
of West Newton, gave a very inter- 
esting talk on Esperanto, the univer 
sal language, at the weekly meeting 
of the Newton Rotary Club at Brae 
Burn on Monday. “All other attempts 
at a universal language have failed,’’ 
said the speaker, "for they were too 
ambitious. Volapuk, in favor when Es- 
peranto appeared thirty-seven years 
ago, failed mainly because it was too 
arbitrary. A universal language must 
be neutral. It supplements the other 
languages and does not displace them.” 

A young Russian Jew in Warsaw. 
L. L. Zamenhof, after much experi- 
mentation and work during a number 
of years hit upon the simpler and more 
logical Esperanto. Publishing first 
under the pseudonym. Dr. Esperanto 
(Hopeful), this name was adopted for 
the new’ system. He took the root 
words from the principal Romance 
languages and supplemented these 
when inadequate with German and oc- 
casionally with Slavic w'ords. The 
great simplicity of the grammar and 
accent, the phonetic spelling, accuracy 
of expression, and ease with which 
the language may be learned were 
made very clear by Mr. Dow. Long a 
student of Esperanto, he is prominent 
in the movement. In Boston he has 
taught classes, one of which has been 
in the University Extension series. He 
told interesting anecdotes of experi- 
ences at the International Esperanto 
meeting in Washington and at a Bos- 
ton meeting. In conclusion he spoke 
of the great growth of Esperanto all 
over the world. The state of Mary- 
land is the first in this country to al- 
low’ the teaching of it in the schools 
and the London Chamber of Com- 
merce offers examinations in it for 
those applying for positions. 

A little pamphlet, "The Key to Es- 
peranto,” was distributed to all pres- 
ent. With this key practically every- 
thing written in non-technlcal Esper- 
anto can be translated at once with- 
out previous study. Rotary being an 
international organization is much in- 
terested in Esperanto.

Obliged To Use 
Dynamite On Old 
City Hall Vault 

The large reinforced concrete vault 
at the site of the old city hall in 
West Newton was blown apart on 
Tuesday after several charges of dy- 
namite had been used on that and 
the preceding duy. The vault was 
strongly constructed to hold vuluable 
city records. A steam shovel was 
brought to the site on Tuesday to 
remove the fragments of the de- 
stroyed vault. 


The action of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen in making an appropria- 
tion of $14,000 at the special meet- 
ing held on July 13 for a survey of 
the water mains in this city has, na- 
turally. caused many inquiries. Par- 
ticularly, when it was stated that 
the ultimate cost of this survey is 
not known, and that the $14,000 
may be only part of the cost. It was 
also explained that a device know’n 
as a pitometer will be used in the 
process of this survey. 

Water Commissioner Ellis ex 
plains that a pitometer is a device 
quite frequently used in making sur- 
veys of hydraulic conditions and the 
purpose of this survey in Newton Is 
principally to ascertain the condi- 
tions exlstant in the trunk water 
mains of this city to better design 
adequate future extensions. The Wa- 
ter Department of Newton has been 
and is engaged in the work of ex- 
tending and improving the water sys- 
tem of the city. This program, start- 
ing about two years ago, calls for an 
estimated expenditure of $400,000; of 
which amount about $150,000 has al- 
ready been spent. Among the objects 
of the project are — increasing the wa- 
ter supply, the reconstruction and 
modernizing of the pumping station, 
extension of water mains to elimin- 
ate dead ends and small size pipes, 
and to provide proper fire protection. 
By eliminating dead ends it is be 
lieved that Newton residents will 
have less trouble in the future with 
rusty colored water. 

In the survey to be made, a num- 
ber of excavations will be made to 
enable the engineers engaged to test 
the mains with a pitometer. By 
placing this instrument on a pipe, 
the capacity of the pipe and the 
flow of water through it will be de- 
termined. The hydraulic data ob- 
tained will be used to assist the wa- 
ter department in determining what 
size mains are necessary in the re- 
mainder of the program of improv- 
ing the city’s water system and as- 
suring proper facilities for supply 
ing the various parts of Newton 
with adequate mains. Mr. Ellis ex- 
plained that the cost of the survey 
can easily be saved in the laying 
of one big main. 

From the pumping station at New 
ton Upper Falls several large mains 
carry the water supply to different 
parts of the city. One goes to the 
covered reservoir at Waban Hill; 
another extends along Chestnut st. 
towards Waban and West Newton: a 
third goes towards Newton Centre. 
From the reservoir, mains travel 
westerly along Ward st. and north- 
erly along Waverley ave. There is 
a large main under Commonwealth 
ave.; another has just been laid un- 
der Boylston st. (the new Worcester 
turnpike). There are cross-fiows be- 
tween these various mains at their 
intersections at certain points in the 
city. It is not known in what direc- 
tior • tl ' water flows through many 
of the big mains, or what the pres- 
sure is at various points. The survey 
will determine these questions. In 
the work of making the survey, gaug- 
ing stations will be established. 
These stations can be used from 
time to time in the future by the 
Water Department to make other 
tests. 

During the discusion of the $14,000 
appropriation at the special meeting 
of the Aldermen, one member of the 
Board stated that the present Com- 
missioner found a maze of pipes 
when he assumed his duties. This 
remark caused some to suppose that 
a rather chaotic condition existed as 
regarded Newton’s water mains. As 
a matter of fact, the Engineering 
Department of Newton has a com- 
plete knowledge of the svstem of 
water mains in this city. The sur- 
vey is not necessary to leant where 
the water pipes are located, it is for 
the purpose of obtaining hydraulic 
data. It will be made by hydraulic 
engineers. As yet these engineers 
have not been selected.

Department of Public Welfare Thinks Weeks Will Retire Issues Statement Criticising 
Discontinues Cash Payments From Contest Present Administration 


There has been a noticeable drop 
in the number of families on the re- 
lief list of the Department of Public 
Welfare since the first of the month. 
At that time there were 448 families 
receiving aid. On July 8 the number 
had dropped to 322, or an apparent 
decrease of over twenty-five percent. 
Since that date, however, several for- 
mer recipients have drifted back for 
grocery cards and other assistance so 
that the exact situation will not be 
exactly known before the end of the 
month. Nevertheless, an improve- 
ment is undoubtedly taking place 
which may become permanent, if busi- 
ness continues to improve. 

Miss Florence Fitzgerald, the Di- 
rector of the Newton Department of 
Public Welfare, says that this de- 
crease is due in the main to two 
causes, temporary employment and 
the exodus of those formerly em- 
ployed in the Saco-Lowell shops in 
Upper Falls to Maine where they hope 
to find employment in the Saco-Lowell 
shops there. There are others who 
have gone to summer resorts in the 
hope of securing employment for the 
season. 

The problem on the hands of the 
Welfare Department is still a seri- 
ous one. Since the first of the year 
the relief burden carried by the De- 
partment has steadily mounted until 
recently. In January of this year the 
Department paid out $9,028.10 for the 
assistance of 374 families. In March 
these figures jumped to $19,660.16 for 
633 families. This increase during 
the months of February and March 
was in large measure due to the De- 
partment being obliged to take over 
about three hundred families which 
had been under the care of the May- 
or’s Relief Committee, which it was 
unable to carry beyond that time be- 
cause of lack of funds. During the 
month of June 614 families were as- 
sisted by the Department and received 
$22,007.43. On Tuesday morning of 
this w’eek 75 applicants for relief were 
interviewed at the office of the De- 
partment. 

Old age assistance and mother’s re- 
lief have also increased since the 
first of the year. During the month 
of January there were 105 cases of 
old age assistance which received $2.- 
875. In June the number had in- 
creased to 126 and the amount ex- 
pended to $4,349.50. Those receiving 
mother’s aid increased during these 
months from 32 to 35 and the amount 
expended for their benefit from $1.- 
968.22 to $2,349.50. 

All cases applying for city relief 
are well studied. The Mayor’s Relief 
Committee acts as a clearing house for

for southern California. 

The ornamental Cocos palm used in 
southern California is a native of Bra- 
zil It usually attains a height of 
twenty-five to thirty feet with occa- 
sional specimens forty to fifty feet in 
height It sheds its fronds nnturally 
in time and therefore has a smooth 
trunk. However, it Is usually neces- 
sary to pull the old leaves off. The 
trunk diameter rarely exceeds eight- 
een inches. For this reason It is par- 
ticularly valuable for narrow street 
parkways. Willie they will grow In a 
three-foot parkway or In a three-foot 
opening in a solid sidewalk. It is bet- 
ter to grow them in a wider parkway. 
From twenty-five to thirty feet is usu- 
ally the most satisfactory spacing for 
parkways. 

The Cocos pnlm does not thrive In 
very cold weather and young palms 
are often checked in growth when In 
cold exposed locations. They also re- 
quire good soil with adequate drain- 
age. 

Redbud or Judas Tree Is 

Known to Old Fishermen 

The redbud is known as the Judas 
tree, and there is a tradition that this 
was the variety on which Judas 
hanged himself. Most observers know 
the trees as redbuds, and about the 
only tradition associated with the red- 
bud or the dogwood has to do with 
fish. Some of the larger fish are said 
to spawn when the redbud blossoms, 
and there is a belief that the fisher- 
man will have luck If he casts his 
line when the dogwood Is In flower. 
The affinity between blossoms and fish 
originated, however, before legisla- 
tures established a closed season for 
certain species. 

The redbud is found in Canada 
along the shores of Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario. It runs through New 
York to Michigan and south, to the 
gulf states. In Indiana is recorded a 
redbud having a circumference of two 
feet nine Inches, a clear bole of twen- 
ty-three feet and a total height of 
fifty-four feet. Many of them are con- 
siderably smaller. 

The Atmosphere

First Actual Work Done 

on Panama Canal in 1882 

The first actual work done on the 
Panama canal was undertaken by a 
company chartered in France, headed 
by Ferdinand de Lesseps, a French 
engineer and diplomat. This was on 
January 20, 188*2, when the excavation 
of the Culebra cut was begun. But 
the enterprise got into financial dif- 
ficulties and work was stopped in 1SS9. 
A reorganized company resumed oper- 
ations in October, 1804, and continued 
work of varying extent until Its rights 
nnd property were purchased by the 
; United States under authority of the 
: act of congress of June 28, 1002. 

The building of the canal was taken 
up by this country In May, 1004, with 
Gen. George \V. Goethuls as chief en- 
gineer, and finished ten years later. 
The first ocean steamer passed 
through on August 3. 1014. nnd on 
August 15 the canal was opened to 
commerce. — Cleveland Plain Dealer.

What L Rayon? 

Rayon is artificial silk, and is made 
of cellulose, In imitation of the way 
the silkworms make real silk from 
the cellulose of the mulberry tree. 
Only two raw materials are being suc- 
cessfully used In making rayon — cot- 
ton linters and bisulphate wood pulp. 
In manufacturing the short cotthn sta- 
ples not suitable for spinning, or 
spruce, are treated chemically to get 
rid of everything except the pure cel- 
lulose pulp. The pulp Is made into a 
solution thin enough to press through 
a very fine orifice nnd form artificial 
fibers, which are Immediately hard- 
ened in a liquid bath.— Pathfinder 
Magazine.

Hawk Moth Unique * 

The hawk moth is one Insect nature 
wus at pains to provide with an ade- 
quate means of feeding Itself. These 
moths, which feed on flowers, have a 
long tube for extracting the honey 
which often attains a length twice that 
of the long, spindle-shaped body of the 
moth Itself. Tills tube, during flight, 
Is curled up spring fashion and tucked 
awuy under the head of the moth, 
where it does not interfere with the 
flight. In Its feeding habit, the huwk 
moth, or sphinx, hovers over plants 
much ufter the fashion of the hum- 
ming bird. The tomato worm mid the 
tobacco worm ure both larvue of the 
hawk moth. 


London’s Famous Museum 

Holds Great Collection 

The British museum Is a famous in- 
stitution in I^ndon, founded in 1753, 
when the government, by act of par- , 
liamont. purchased for 20.1KK) pounds 
(two-fifths of the original cost) Sir 
Hans Sloane’s extensive collection of 
curiosities of natural history, works j 
of nrt, books and manuscripts. 

This collection, together with the j 
Harleian manuscripts and the Cot- j 
tonian library, was deposited In Mon- 
tague House, which was bought for 
the purpose and opened as the Brit- 
ish museum in 1759. 

The present buildings were erected 
chiefly during the years 1823 to 1857. 
The museum was originally divided 
Into three departments — printed books, 
manuscripts nnd natural history. Now 
there nre seven classifications — print- 
ed books, manuscripts, prints and 
drawings. Oriental antiquities. British 
nnd Medieval antiquities, and ethnog- 
raphy, Greek and Roman antiquities, 
nnd coins nnd medals. 

Additional sections In zoology, bot- 
any. mineralogy nnd geology nre now 
at the South Kensington museum. 

The library consists of some 3,000,- 
000 volumes, and receives a copy of 
every book published In the United 
Kingdom. It Increases nt the rate of 
50,000 volumes a yenr. 

The Elgin marbles and the Egyp- 
tian and Assyrian antiquities are 
among the most famous Items In the 
museum’s collections. 


California Like* Pepper* 

Peppers have been a favored vege- 
table In California since the found- 
ing of the missions. They had a place 
and first place, too, in the mission 
gardens. Later, during the “splendid 
idle ’40s, " peppers were highly prized 
In the gardens of the ranchos and few 
dishes came out of the kitchen with- 
out some use of the pungent chill. 
Long strings of red pods were much 
In evidence about the old ranch homes 
and, to this day, those who wish to 
create atmosphere around their mod- 
ern “eurly California” style homes, se- 
cure strings of (t'lilli as one of the 
decorative features.

Stubbornness of Socrates, 

the Grecian Philosopher 

The Indictment brought against 
Socrates by his enemies read as fol- 
lows: “Guilty of crime, first, for not 
worshiping the gods whom the city 
worships, but Introducing new divin- 
ities of his own ; next, for corrupting 
the youth. The penalty is death.” 

The case was referred to a board 
of 500 Judges. The philosopher de- 
fended himself with much eloquence, 
but his fearless utterances rather 
prejudiced the Judges against him as 
giving color to the charge of Infidel- 
ity. Fie was adjudged guilty by a 
small majority. 

According to custom, lie wns al- 
lowed to name his punishment. He 
then said that in his own opinion he 
deserved to be subsisted at public ex- 
pense for the rest of his life as a 
benefactor to the state, but acting up- 
on the advice of bis friends he would 
ask for a fine of 30 nilna. This 
haughtiness so enraged bis Judges that 
they voted by a majority of 80 votes 
for his death. 

The means of escape from prison 
were offered to the philosopher by his 
friends, but be refused to avail him- 
self of them, thus attesting his law- 
abiding character. After conversing 
at some length with his friends on the 
Immortality of the soul, he drank the 
cup of hemlock poison with perfect 
composure, Imde n cheerful farewell to 
all, assuring them that lie was merely 
setting out upon a Imppy Journey. And 
thus passed away the greatest of the 
Greeks. 

Soybean Cil

Black Widow Spider Only 

Poisonous One of Family 

Throughout the West, South and up 
Into the New England states occurs 
our only really poisonous spider, the 
black widow or hourglass spider (Lac- 
toderes umetans). This naked, shiny 
black spider is not confined to this 
continent alone but, according to 
Herrns, Is found in the West Indies, 
Madagascar, New Zealand and Al- 
geria. The name, says the Rural New 
Yorker, is derived from Its color and 
from the fact that on the lower sur- 
face of the abdomen of the females 
there appears a reddish figure much 
resembling the old-fashioned hour- 
glass. Except for this there are no 
marks upon It. On the males there 
may be additional reddish marks on 
the sides of the abdomen. In length 
the female will measure from one to 
one and one-half inches In diameter 
over all. 

It Is most common to find the spider 
hiding in old houses, outbuildings, 
burns, woodpiles, In cracks nnd under 
brush or stones. The spiders often 
attack from these hiding places and 
thus many enses of biting hnve been 
without provocation on the part of the 
victim. For those who find It neces- 
sary to frequent the haunts of the 
spiders, it would he best to destroy 
such webs and spiders ns are known 
to occur, but If a bite Is inflicted much 
the same procedure should be fol- 
lowed ns In the case of the rattle- 
snake. Bleeding should be induced, a 
tourniquet applied if the wound Is 
on an extremity, nnd a doctor sum- 
moned. 

The poison from the bite causes 
grent bodily pain which reaches Its 
maximum In about three days, when 
it gradually subsides, hut It may be 
some weeks before all the effects 
hnve passed off.

In 1921 when former Mayor Childs 
was opposed by Leon Rogers in the 
Mayoralty campaign. White not only 
took charge of the Childs’ campaign, 
but organized a slate of candidates for 
the Board of Aldermen, and with one 
exception, all the candidates on this 
slate were elected: giving Mayor 
Childs for the first time in his long 
service as Mayor, a majority of the 
Aldermen friendly to him. Mr. White 
was successful candidate himself on 
that slate and returned to the Board 
to serve. He is thoroughly acquainted 
with Newton, being a life-long resident 
of this city, and although Mayor Weeks 
has a formidable organization working 
in his interest, he has a political foe 
of proven strength in the person of 
Mr. White. A real fight looms up. 


in last week’s ‘GRAPHIC was print- 


ed the speech made by Alderman Hol- 
den of Ward 6 regarding the appropri- 
ation of $14,400 by the Aldermen in 
payment for the land at West New 
ton partly ocupied by the new police 
headquarters building. This land was 
donated to the city by a group of West 
Newton residents in 1917; it was to 
be used as a site for a new city hall. 
When the new city hall was built else- 
where, and after the police building 
had been erected on the West New- 
ton site, there was a change of feel- 
ing on the part of the trustees after 
Mayor Weeks had been given to under- 
stand in 1931 that they would agree to 
the use of the donated land for other 
municipal purposes than that of a city 
hall site, and payment was demanded 
We commend most of what Alderman 
Holden said in his speech; it agreed 
largely with what the writer said 
when he spoke against the appropria- 
tion of money for the purchase of the 
land at the public hearing held on this 
matter a few months ago at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen. But, 
there is one statement made by Aider- 
man Holden with which we differ. In 
his opening paragraph he said — 

“It might appear to some that I was 
in the unusual position of knowing 
that whatever I may say will per- 
haps not influence the final vote of 
this Board on this question. However 
it has occurred to me that last year 
about this time, fourteen of us had 
the courage to change our minds and 
our votes with regard to the Ham 
monds Pond Parkway and by that ac- 
tion the citizens of this City are now’ 
beginning to realize that there is near- 
ly two hundred thousand dollars avail- 
able for their use that would not be 
available if we had not reversed our 
decisions. Therefore, it seems to me

that I am talking to a group of men 
who are open minded and it is up to 
me to prove my contention." 

The matter referred to by Mr. Hol- 
den was the change of route of the 
Hammond Parkway which had been 
sought by a small group of Chestnut 
Hill residents who wanted the park- 
way kept further away from their es- 
tates. although the original, and then 
accepted route was nearly a third of 
a mile distant. The Board of Aider- 
men had unanimously voted to turn 
down a recommendation of Mayor 
Weeks asking that the Legislature be 
petitioned to authorize bids for the 
alternate and much more expensive 
route sought by the Chestnut Hill 
group. A week or so later, at a spe- 
cial meeting, fourteen of the Aldermen 
reversed their decisions and voted to 
ask the Legislature to authorize bids 
for the alternate route; a route which 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
asserted would be far less desirable, 
longer and more costly. This matter 
was quite apart from the aceptance of 
the city of the unexpended balance of 
the amount appropriated by the Legis- 
lature in 1931 for the construction of 
the parkway from Brookline into New- 
ton; an amount which it was known 
would he far in excess of the cost be- 
cause of changed economic conditions 
which had ensued. It was also known 
that if the route asked for by the 
Chestnut Hill residents were selected, 
the balance would be appreciably 
smaller as this route was estimated 
at that time to be more expensive by 
at least $40,000 than the route which 
had been selected by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, the Newton Plan- 
ning Board and the City Engineer. The 
alternate route was chosen when the 
Metropolitan Commission, like the 
Newton Aldermen, reversed its deci- 
sion. It cost about $30,000 more than 
the route originally chosen, and so 
reduced the amount available for the 
extension of the parkway by that sum. 

In our opinion, the Newton Aider- 
men by changing their votes on that 
occasion did not show moral courage. 
They reminded us of Tony Sarg's ma- 
rionettes. 


A radical change has been made 
by the Welfare Department of New- 
ton in providing aid for persons re- 
duced to want through unemploy- 
ment. Heretofore men with families 
have been supposed to have received 
an average of $12 weekly. In return 
they had to work on different projects 
from 3 to 5 days each week. They 
were employed at the city home on 
Winchester st., at Edmands Park, the 
development of the new Cold Spring 
playground, on the resurfacing of 
streets and at other tasks. Because 
of the completion of most of these 
projects, a large percentage of the 
men receiving aid are now not get- 
ting allotments of money from the 
city. They are receiving food 
through orders which are presented 
at designated stores. Their electric 
and gas bills (and in some cases, 
rents > are paid. 

Undoubtedly, the change from the 
regular weekly receipt of money to 
the new system is not as pleasant 
to tlie recipients. Some of those who 
had been getting the money pay- 
ments are frugal, manage well, 
needed every cent received, and ex- 
pended nothing for luxuries. Others 
did not belong in this class. But, one 
thing must he remembered. With the 
general rise in prices of necessaries 
of life, u trend which is sought by 
President Roosevelt’s plan for a re- 
turn to normalcy und prosperity, re- 
lief to tlie unemployed and im- 
poverished must not be so reduced 
thut suffering will follow. Even if 
tlie tax rate is increased.

Are the 
supposedly red-blooded citizens of 
tlie United States rapidly being re- 
duced to a people who will uncom- 
plainingly stand for deprivation of 
reasonable facilities they have pos- 
sessed for two score und more, 
years?

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The approach of the end of the pres- 
ent session has been marked, as seems 
to be the annual custom, with action 
on a number of the most important 
measures of the year. That this has 
been an extraordinary year no one 
will dispute. While the whole world 
has been making its share of history 
that portion contributed by Massa- 
chusetts has been significant. 

Out of the many bills affecting the 
banking situation there has come a 
measure which the Governor signed 
this week. This Is expected to pre- 
vent recurrence of a situation which 
caused losses to a number of deposi- 
tors in certain Massachnsetts banks 
through the misconduct of the institu- 
tions’ heads. The circumstances made 
a demand for legislation which seems 
to answer the needs. It provides for 
the removal and punishment of bank 
officials who persist in improper bank- 
ing practices of law infractions. The 
State Bank Commissioner is author- 
ized to warn an officer, trustee or di- 
rector of a bank found guilty of such 
and if he persists he may be removed 
hv a hoard comprising the Attorney 
General. State Treasurer and Commis- 
sioner of Corporations and Taxation. 
Automatically the offender is prevent- 
ed, under penalty of a prison sentence, 
to resume his connection with that or 
any other bank in the State. 

Criticism of the expenditures made 
in the construction of the new build- 
ing of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works near the North Station. Bos- 
ton, were voiced when the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee gave a hearing 
on an item in supplementary budget 
for an additional $92,000 to complete 
the interior construction of the build- 
ing and satisfy claims of the contrac- 
tors. There were members of the com- 
mittee who thought that the original 
appropriation for the building was 
“generous” and that the work should 
hare been done within that sum. They 
questioned the Slate officials, archi- 
tect and contractor and intimated 
they were not satisfied with the ex- 
planations given. 

For years the farmers who con- 
duct dairies have asked the Legis- 
lature to protect them from unscrup- 
ulous milk dealers who, according 
to allegations, have not paid their 
bills or fulfilled the conditions of 
their contracts. This week the Gov- 
ernor signed a hill under which all 
dealers in milk and cream operating 
in Massachusetts must he license^ 
by the State and give bonds to in- 
sure protection of the milk raisers. 
The new law is designed to prevent 
the mulcting of farmers who com- 
plained that through “gyp” dealers 
and “fly-by-night” concerns they have 
lost large sums. 

Another measure which has come 
before the General Court year In 
and year out and which this year 
met the fate of previous sessions 
was that revising the statute prohib- 
iting the unauthorized practice of 
law. The basis of the legislation 
lias always been a feeling that law- 
yers were losing business because of 
the fact that trust companies and 
other corporations which prepared 
legal documents, including mort- 
gages, wills, deeds, etc., for custom- 
ers. The lawyers argued that such 
work should be done by attorneys- 
at-law. Every year the bill has 
caused no little discussion at public 
hearings and evoked long debates In 
both branches. Amendments have' 
been added each year and when it 
looked as if the bill might pass, it 
suddenly has been defeated. This 
session, history repeated itself. When 
the bill reached the enactment stage 
in the House this week opponents 
argued that it had been so changed 
from the original form that it failed 
of its purpose. His pleadings were 
successful and the House by a ris- 
ing vote of 80 to 37 killed the meas- 
ure. 

The long-haul trucking bill so-called 
seems in a fair way to becoming 
law. It provides for the regulation, 

(]• termiuing of rates, etc., by i he I »*•* 
partment of Public Utilities of trucks 
carrying goods between widely dis- 
tant points in and outside the State. 
The bill is desired by the railroads, 
who have felt keenly the competi- 
tion of trucks. The biggest fight 
against the measure was in the Sen- 
ate where strenuous efforts were 
made to have it killed. 

One of the longest debates of the 
session was that in the House on 
tlie bill for the temporary suspension 
of the law which prohibits the em- ■ 
ployment of women in textile and 
leather industries after 6 o’clock 
p. in. The hill went through the Sen- 
ate without much discussion but in 
tlie lower branch it had a number of 
eloquent opponents. Their arguments 
did not prevail as the majority in 
favor of suspension w’as nearly two 
to one. The plan was urged by the 
Governor who, acting on the request 
of President Roosevelt, sent a mes- 
sage to the Legislature urging fa- 
vorable action in order that Massa- 
chusetts might take advantage of the 
President’s code for these indus- 
tries under the National recovery 
legislation. 

The special committee which sat 
last year and considered public ex- 
penditures, reporting a number of 
recommendations which were adopt- 
ed, is likely to be continued. Tlie 
Governor has asked that there he 
appointed by him five additional 
members, thus making it a special 
commission. There will he 21 mem- 
bers altogether. Tlie Governor feels 
that the public interest in reducing 
governmental costs will be greater 
if there are five representatives of 
tlm executive department on the 
commission. 

Hrig. Gen. Daniel Needham, State 
Commissioner of Public Safety, who 
is u resident of Newton, lias asked 
for 40 additional members to tlie 
State Police Patrol, stating thut the 
increased force is necessary if tlie 
patrol is to do all thut is expected 
of it. 

An important ruling was made this 
week by the Stute Alcoholic Bever- 
age:- Control Commission to the ef- 
fect that an independent dealer who 


belongs to an association of dealers 
organized for the purpose of mass 
buying is not a chain store. Under 
the law only ono chain store in a 
community may sell 3.2 beer and 
wines. The point was raised by a 
Marlboro dealer who said the local 
authorities had refused him a li- 
cense on the ground that he conduct- 
<m 1 n chain store. The State hoard’s 
ruling upset that of the Marlboro 
authorities and will doubtless have 
a widespread effect on other local 
licensing hoards. 


PLANNING SYMPHONY CONCERTS 

Once again the town of Lexington 
will he among the first to sponsor 
an outstanding movement toward finer 
values when during the first two 
weeks of August thirty-five members 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
will give a series of six out-of-door 
concerts on Parker Field. If, as is 
at present the plan, the Boston Es- 
planade Concerts end next week, the 
Lexington Concerts will open on Au- 
gust 2. and will run them August 3, 
4. 6. 7, 8. In case of rain the pro- 
gram missed will be played on the 
9th or 10th of August. 

These Playground Concerts will 
come to Lexington through the efforts 
of Mr. Chester Cook, supervisor of 
music in the public schools.

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Auto Fatalities 
In Newton Now 
Equal 1932 Total 

Four Killed and 285 Injured 
First Six Months of Year 


According to the Newton Police De- 
partment records, it now looks ns 
though the city of Newton were des- 
tined to far exceed Its favorable auto- 
mobile fatalities record of last year. 
During the first six months of the 
year four people were killed in auto- 
mobile accidents in the city as com- 
pared with four fatalities for the en- 
tire year 1932. Two of those killed 
were pedestrians, one a boy on a 
bicycle and the other was the driver 
of a car which crashed into a tree. 

During these first six months of the 
year there were also 194 accidents in 
which 285 people were injured. These 
accidents occurred as follows: Janu- 
ary, 19; February, 32; March. 36; 
April, 30;* May. 30, June, 53. 

One of the interesting things about 
these accidents and fatalities is the 
regularity with which they occur. 
Starting nine years ago, there were 
3 fatalities in 1924, 5 in 1925, 6 In 
1926, 7 in 1927, 10 in 1928, 9 in 1929, 
8 in 1930, 9 in 1931 and 4 in 1932. 

Compared with other communities 
similar in size, Newton has about an 
average safety record. It will he not- 
ed that during three months of the 
first six of the year there were no 
fatalities in the city. During the 
month of May there were only eleven 
cities and towns in the state, includ- 
ing Newton, which are comparable in 
size which had no automobile fatali- 
ties during the month. 

Inspector Shaughnessy of the New- 
ton Police Department, whose duty it 
Is to secure and file careful records 
of all accidents in the city, says that 
this never ending stream of accident 
records passing through his office is 
appalling, hut that the only remedy is 
greater care on the part of the driv- 
ers. While no case of criminal care- 
lessness has been found in connec- 
tion with any of the fatalities so far 
this year, in every case the chances 
are that the accident might have been 
prevented by greater caution and 
more constant vigilance on the part 
of the driver. 


Newton Police 

Solve Burglaries 

Members of the detective force of 
the Newton police, headed by Cap- 
tain Goode, and including Inspector 
King and Special Officers Feelcy 
and Mullen, have solved many of 
the numerous burglaries in Newton 
by the detection of boys who have 
been breaking into many houses in 
the city and who have stolen thou- 
sands of dollars worth of loot. Some 
of the loot has been recovered from 
where it had been immersed in the 
Charles River between Dover and Med- 
fleld. This loot was placed in 
burlap bags before it was hidden 
under the water. More loot has been 
recovered from other places where 
it was disposed of. 

The articles stolen included jewel- 
ry. watches, clocks, bric-a-brac, ra- 
dios, cameras, an expensive shotgun 
and other objects. Two of the boys 
involved are high school students 
and members of respectable fam- 
ilies.

A Graphic reporter visited the in- 
dustrial plants located at Upper and 
Lower Fulls on Wednesday afternoon, 
and gleaned the following information 
regarding the operation of the federal 
industrial recovery act with these con- 
cerns and the progress they are mak- 
ing in rebuilding business and in the 
re-employment of their men. 

Vincent C. Stanley, president of the 
Gumewell Company, which has been 
manufacturing fire and police alarm 
apparatus in Newton Upper Falls for 
the past 75 years, is sponsor for the 
following statement regarding his 
company. 

"The Gamewell Company not only 
accepts the principle of the Presi- 
dent’s employment agreement, but 
gladly pledges its full support and 
hearty co-operation in doing its full 
part to bring about better wages, more 
employment for its workers and office 
slnft'. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this 
company has not prospered in its bus 
iness, due to the financial condition 
of cities and towns over all the coun- 
try, it has endeavored to keep as 
many men busy as possible by paint- 
ing the factories and by doing other 
odd jobs until there was an improve- 
ment und more orders were ob- 
tained. Some time ago this company 
was the first to adopt a 40 hour week 
ly schedule and has been operating 
on that basis for muny months past 
Due to lack of business it has not 
been possible to work full time, but It 
has kept a complete skeleton force 
employed throughout the entire de- 
pression. 

The 4 government has already ap- 
proved several applications from cit 
ies and towns to finance them in the 
improvement of their fire alarm facil- 
f ties and it is expected that this com- 
pany will continue to obtain a por- 
tion of any business given out along 
these lines, so that by September we 
should be able to Increase the num- 
ber of our employees." 

The Gamewell company employed 
around 250 men when business was 
normal. The management was unwRi 
ing to give out the number of men 
now employed in this "skeleton force," 
but it. was learned that there has been 
no increase in the number employed 
so far. The reporter found men paint- 
ing the stairway of the building where 
the offices are located, which tends to 
confirm the impression that the fore- 
going statement is sincere. 

The office manager of the Stowe 
Woodward Company, manufacturers 
of rubber rollers for paper machinery 
golf halls and howling halls, said 
"This company goes on the new code 
next Monday morning 100 per cent. 
While the code accepted by the Amer 
lean Rubber Association is not compul 
sory before September first, we see 
no reason for delay in putting a good 
thing into operation.” 

The Stowe-Woodward Company has 
experienced a noticeable improvement 
in its business within the last two 
months. During normal times it em- 
ploys 75 to 100 men and has not 
dropped below this minimum any time 
since the depression began. It has 
managed to keep its men employed by 
shifting from one department to an- 
other, since it has been fortunate in 
having its three products somewhat 
near balance each other in demand. 

A call at tlie office of the Upper 
Falls Branch of the New England 
Spun Silk Corporation resulted in no 
information. The reporter called the 
executive office of the company in 
Brighton, but Mr. Petitmermet, pres- 
ident of the company, said that he had 
“nothing to say.” 

A call at the office of the Sherman 
Paper Products Company, which has 
plants in Boston. Los Angeles and 
Montreal, also resulted in no informa- 
tion, as the chief executives were leav- 
ing for a conference in New York. 
The reporter was invited to return 
later. 

.1. S. Cordingly. president of the Na- 
tional Association of Wool Fibre Man- 
ufacturers and owner of the wool 
fibre mill at Lower Falls, said that his 
association has joined the Association 
of American Woolen manufacturers 
and will he subject to the general 
woolen code. He expects this code 
will be In operation before the end of 
August. Ho expects the code to have 
the result of preventing the high peaks 
and deep depressions In the business, 
in other words, ho thinks the woolen 
business from this time forward will 
become more stable. 

Mr. Cordlngly’s own plant is ex- 
periencing Improvement In Its busi- 
ness. It is well up, toward its capac- 
ity of 60 men. 

Mr. L. A. Mnrr of the firm of C. 
F. Crehore and Son, manufacturers of 
cards for * pattern looms, of Newton 
Lower Falls said that his firm intends 
to co-operate In every way possible. 
As they manufacture a specialty used 
in the manufacture of lace and other 
pattern cloths, they will probably 
come under the cotton textile code, 
but are still waiting for definite In- 
structions which a special committee 
has been working on for the past 
month. 

Mr. Marr says that his company 
which normally employs twelve men 
has made but one ton per cenl cut iu 
wages since the depression begun, und 
are now far above the wage standards 
of any code which will be adopted. 
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Local Government 
Should Receive 
More Attention 


Says Thomas W. White In 
Addressing Kiwanis Club 
On Business Recovery 

In addressing the Newton Kiwanis 
Club at their noon day luncheon on 
Monday. Thomas W. White of New- 
ton Upper Falls and Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, said that American 
people should pay more attention to 
the problems of local government and 
local taxation, for it is here that they 
can exert their greatest influence over 
taxation. "Citizens can then demand," 
said he, that their state and national 
governments shall be properly opera- 
ted.” Mr. White spoke in part as 
follows: 

"It is hardly necessary for me to 
inform any business man that what 
is needed to restore normal times is 
the increase in purchasing power of 
the people. Production is easy. 

"I wish that I were a millionaire, 
hut nevertheless I am Inclined to be- 
lieve thnt I will indirectly be the cause 
this Fall of relieving the unemploy- 
ment of many of our voters who 
are commercially inclined. 

"I shall talk this noon, not In min- 
ute detail but In rather a general way 
about finances and taxation. 

"Business Is built on credit. We all 
realize that the hank deposits of this 
Nation total 40 billion and all kinds 
of money available total, at the pres- 
ent time, 5 billion, or what is owed by 
the hanks to depositors is eight times 
ns much as the money available to pay, 
so it stands to reason thnt if ail the 
depositors wanted all their money at 
the same time, an impossible situa- 
tion would arise. 

"Under Wilson the National debt 
was In excess of 24 billion dollars with 
interest charges yearly of one bil- 
lion dollars. Coolidge reduced that 
debt in 7% years to 17% billion dol- 
lars and inaugurated a budget plan 
which aided in a reduction of 6 bil- 
lion at the same time making four 
tax reductions. In the four years of 
Hoover the debt rose to 21 billion in 
spite of additional taxation. The debt 
under Roosevelt is now 22 billion, with 
contemplated expenditures in excess 
of billions supposed to be self-liquidat- 
ing. 

“It was not many years ago that 
the economists claimed it was impos- 
sible for any Government to continue 
with a debt of 10 billion. 

"The great problem confronting the 
American people is the reduction in 
taxation. Most of our citizens are in- 
terested in national and state govern- 
ments but pay very little attention to 
local affairs. It is my opinion that the 
policy should he reversed for it stands 
to reason that If the local government 
with the opportunities for savings is 
sound, the citizens will demand that 
their State and National governments 
are also properly operated. Whenever 
a tax rate Is announced, whether It 
he $25 or $30, it should be remembered 
thnt this is not the whole story. An 
analysis must be made to see if you 
are getting the value of your money 
or whether that tax rate is a fictitious 
figure based upon bond issues to he 
paid for in the future or other meth- 
ods of evasion. 

"Return to prosperity is not to he 
acquired by talk. Unless we can build 
on the broad base of employment for 
the masses and a reasonable profit 
to business and industry. Gold con 
tents of the dollar and artificial meth- 
ods are of no avail. Every period has 
had, and will have, its own fiscal prob- 
lems. 

"Government has always mortgaged 
the future for the present In times of 
prosperity. In adversity they find they 
have no surplus, no undivided profits 
and no reserve, so they resort to the 
one alternative — the power to tax — 
or it might he called the power to 
destroy — and further mortgage the 
present and the future by bond issues 
and borrowings for current expenses. 

“The philosophy of the late Presi 
dent Calvin Coolidge was and is 
sound: He said: ‘I am for economy 
in Government. Then I am for more 
economy. In this way I can serve 
the people best.' Mr. White conclud- 
ed by saying 

"I believe in the reduction of taxes 
in order that the people may have 
more of their own money to spend in 
their own way.” 

Wilfred Chagnon, vice-president 
presided. 


Centre Woman 
Speeds; Fined $20 

Mrs. Dorothy Hurley, 31, of 26 Hur 
ley place, Newton Centre, was fined 
$20 by Judge Bacon in the Newton 
court on Monday morning when she 
was found guilty of driving a car at 
unreasonable speed, driving without 
her license In her possession and driv 
ing without the car registration iu her 
possession. Patrolman John Green 
testified thnt while he was driving his 
car on Cherry st., West Newton, on 
Sunday afternoon, a car driven by the 
Hurley woman came around the cor- 
ner from Derby si. ut such a speed 
thnt it cut across the sidewalk. Green 
pursued her along Cherry street nnd 
testified that she drove by four Inter- 
secting streets at u speed of 40 miles. 
He said that a man in the reur seat 
of her car made an insulting gesture 
towards him and that the Hurley wom- 
an was insulting towards him when 
she stopped her car ut the policeman’s 
command. She claimed that she was 
driving at a speed of 15 miles an 
hour. 


45 Miles Too Fast 
Past Turnpike 
Intersections 

Judge Bacon Observes Con- 
ditions and Decides 


Judge William F. Bacon of the New- 
ton district court does not believe 
in coddling autolsts who drive reck- 
lessly, but fhe judge has been inclined 
to take a quite liberal view on the 
rate of speed at which motorists may 
drive on certain streets in this city, 
although his own car, driven by a 
competent, careful chauffeur, is never 
seen being operated at too high a 
speed. Recently the judge found a 
man not guilty of speeding when the 
testimony showed that this 'iutoist 
had been driving a car on Needham 
st., Upper Falls, at a 15 mile rate. 
The judge was also in doubt if 45 
miles an hour is a dangerous speed 
at which to travel on the new Wor- 
cester turnpike past intersecting 
streets in this city. Motorcycle Offi- 
cers Dowling and Hammill have ob- 
served the hazardous conditions pre- 
vailing at street intersections along 
the turnpike since it was opened to 
traffic several weeks ago and they 
have contended that a 15 mile speed 
is dangerous. To settle the matter 
Judge Bacon Jon Tuesday mprning 
went with Chief of Police Hughes and 
the officers to observe conditions at 
the turnpike. 

The points visited were the inter 
".ections at Eliot and Woodward sts., 
Circuit and Meredith aves., and Dudley 
rd. After watching cars whiz by, the 
judge agreed with the police that a 
speed of 45 miles is too fast for auto- 
mobiles to pass by these intersec- 
tions; in fact, he commented that a 
40 mile speed is too fast. As a re- 
sult. a large number of autoists who 
hud been apprehended by the officers 
speeding by the intersections received 
summonses to appear in the Newton 
court. 

Traffic signals are to he installed at 
the Eliot street intersection, out in 
the meantime it behooves autoists to 
cut out speeding by cross roads along 
the big highway. 


Says Sincere 
Disarmament Must 
Abolish Submarine 


Mr. J. E. Arnold Addresses 
Rotary on Disarmament 

“There is nothing sincere about this 
matter of disarmament unless we are 
willing to abolish submarines,” said 
Mr. J. E. Arnold, former commander 
of the S4 in the U. S. Navy, who was 
last Monday’s speaker at the Newton 
Rotary Club held as usual at the Brae 
Burn Golf Club. "England would be 
glad to get rid of her submarines, but 
France and Italy want to keep theirs 
as that is their only defense against 
England. And as for the United 
States, submarines would he our only 
defense in case of a war with Japan.” 
The speaker calls the submarine a 
sneaky thing, not the open instru- 
ment of warfare approved of in this 
country. 

Mr. Arnold, who was in the submar- 
ine service seven out of his nine years 
in the Navy, gave a very graphic de- 
scription of the mechanism of the sub 
marine. The great care in making all 
compartments water-tight, the rapidity 
with which it is necessary to sub- 
merge, the renewing of the air. the 
pains taken not to injure the ear-drums 
of the men — these and many other 
things made a most interesting story. 
Mr. Arnold was introduced by Orville 
Clapper. 

Mr. R. S. Rolde. of the Boston 
Club, in charge of automobiles at the 
recent convention, made a brief talk 
in praise of the excellent co-operation 
given by local club members at the 
International Rotary meeting last 
month, declaring that his part of the 
intertainment would have broken 
down several times but for the assist- 
ance of Newton members.

What "Pioneer-Type" Means 

A paramount phase of the philoso- 
phy of every well run summer camp 
is to provide those chores for boys, 
to teach them to think arid act for 
themselves, which were so vital in 
the development of youth in the early 
days of our nation and which are car- 
ried on to a greater or lesser degree 
in the farm homes of our country to- 
day. The Scouts are divided into Pa- 
trols, sleep together as Patrols, each 
Patrol has Its own kitchen and does 
its general camp duties under the boy- 
leader, or Patrol Leader. This teaches 
both leadership and followership 
which is just as essential. Food is 
issued to the Patrol once daily and 
there is plenty of It, evidenced by the 
weight the Scouts are putting on — , 
and it is good, hard flesh In the Pa- 
trol kitchens, they do their own cook- 
ing, every single meal and some of 
the dishes are somewhat complicated 
and require Yankee ingenuity in the 
cooking. However, they have been 
extremely successful for the most 
part. Burned pudding once means a 
good pudding the second time and 
there is plenty in the menu to make 
up for the burned dish, so no one ever 
goes hungry. Another noticeable point 
around Camp Barker is the way the 
Scouts are developing muscularly 
from chopping wood; oh, yes. they 
gather and cut their own wood.

Recovery Program

Newton’s Largest Industry Is Action Brought Against James 
Giving Full Co-operation Dempsey by Wm. F. Brennan

The Earnshaw Knitting Company, 
one of Newton’s largest industries 
if not the largest, is giving Presi- 
dent Roosevelt enthusiastic support 
In the national recovery campaign. 
In fact, this company has, during the 
years of depression, been doing es- 
sentially what the President is now 
endeavoring to have all the indus- 
tries of this nation do. It has been 
unusually generous in its treatment 
toward its employees, endeavored to 
keep them at work as much as pos- 
sible, and did not resort to the 
drastic wage and salary cuts made by 
most employers of labor during the 
past three years. 

The manufacturing plant of the 
company and its offices are on Cal- 
ifornia st., Nonantum. and its prod- 
ucts, knitted garments for infants 
and children, have won a national 
reputation. They are sold under the 
trade name "Vanta." Under normal 
conditions the company employed 
about 650 persons and now employs 
about 450. It moved to Newton in 
1920 from Chicago. Since its estab- 
lishment in Newton the company 
has consistently co-operated with the 
Minimum Wage Commission of Mas- 
sachusetts by paying a good scale 
of wages, although it had to face 
competition with companies paying 
lower wages. Frequently the com- 
pany leaned backwards to comply 
with the minimum wage law of this 
State; a law whose only penalty has 
been publication in newspapers of 
the names of firms which did not 
obey it. and which has not had 
much teeth to it. The wages of the 
employees in the Earnshaw factory 
were not cut in 1930 or 1931. The 
only cut was in January 1932. when 
a 10% reduction was made. The 
company did a normal business in 
1930, but in 1931 the effects of the 
depression commenced to be felt, and 
business grew worse during 1932. 
The first three months’ business of 
this year was poor, hut the second 
three months showed a very marked 
improvement. 

Although the code regulations af- 
fecting the knit goods industry will 
not become operative until August 
7th. the Earnshaw Company on July 
17th voluntarily adopted the code 
specified, which set a minimum wage 
of $13 per week and 40 hours of 
labor. This code applies to factory 
operatives, but the Saturday closing 
schedule will also be applied on a 
trial basis to the offices of the com- 
pany, unless it develops that such a 
step would seriously affect the con- 
duct of the company's business. 
Prior to the adoption of the 40-hour 
week in the factory, the employees 
there worked from 7:15 a. m. to 12 
noon, and from 1 to 5 p. m., ex- 
cept on Saturdays, when the factory 
closed at 11 a. m. Now they work 
from S a. m. to noon, and from 1 to 
5 p. m.. five days each week, and do 
not work Saturdays. 

The factory employees of the com- 
pany on production machines will 
work one shift, except that the knit- 
ting machines may be worked two 
shifts. The majority of the employ- 
ees of the company are residents of 
this city and the opportunities given 
by the Earnshaw Company to New- 
ton persons for employment have 
been of tremendous value because of 
the closing down or removal from 
this city of large industries which 
had been established in Newton for 
50 and more years. Last week 
George F. Earnshaw. president of 
the Earnshaw Sales, and Joseph H. 
LeConev. Superintendent of the 
Earnshaw Knitting Company, were in 
New York and Washington attend- 
ing conferences of the Knit Under- 
wear Institute group. 

In accordance with the radio ap- 
peal of President Roosevelt on Tues- 
day night, the following telegram 
was sent to the President ou Wed- 
nesday morning :

c'CAL STUDENTS ENROLL IN 
STATE COURSES 

Among the 962 students enrolled 
this summer in teachers’ courses of- 
fered by the Division of University 
Extension. Massachusetts Department 
of Education, two are residents of 
Newton. They are Richard P. Law 
and Sophia C. Mague. 


On July 14th an attachment for 
$10,000 was filed at the Registry of 
Deeds in East Cambridge by the law 
office of John H. O’Neil of 18 Tremont 
st.. Boston. The plaintiff is William 
F. Brennan of 27 Waban Hill rd.. 
Chestnut Hill, and the defendant 
named is James Dempsey, secretary 
to Mayor Weeks. The writ Is based 
on actions of tort to damages and the 
plaintiff claims a trial by jury. The 
writ is returnable the first Monday in 
August. It is alleged that on July 
7th. Mr. Brennan went to the May- 
or's office in an attempt to interview 
Mayor Weeks and that he was forcibly 
ejected by Mr. Dempsey. 

Mr. Brennan, who is 79 years of 
age. is a retired business man who has 
resided on Waban Hill road for many 
years. While not seeking political of- 
fice. he has been greatly interested in 
civic and municipal matters and in 
past years had been instrumental in 
effecting a number of important 
changes in the conduct of public af- 
fairs in this city. He forced the city 
to cease levying a special tax for 
street watering and dust laying by 
oil. In former years real estate own- 
ers in Newton had to pay separate as- 
sessments on such items, but Mr. 
Brennan, after a determined fight won 
out in this matter. He also waged a 
long battle to compel a change in the 
manner in which checks were made 
out by Newton property owners in pay- 
ment of taxes. Such checks were for- 
merly made payable to the City Col- 
lector by name. Mr. Brennan contend- 
ed that they should be made payable 
to the City of Newton, and he also 
won out in this controversy. 

For the past two years Mr. Brennan 
has been attempting to have Section 
10. Chapter 2 of the City Ordinances 
amended. This section now reads — 
"The salary of the Mayor shall be 
$5000 per year." Mr. Brennan suggest- 
ed that it be changed to read — “The 
maximum salary of the Mayor shall 
not exceed $5000 per year.” His rea- 
son for wanting this change is — that 
during the last months of Mayor 
Childs’ term of office, on the recom- 
mendation of the former Mayor (af- 
ter he had announced that he would 
not run for reelection > the Board of 
Aldermen voted to increase the sal- 
ary of the Mayor from $3000 to 
$5000. Mr. Weeks, then President of 
the Board, and a candidate for Mayor, 
announced that if elected he would 
not accept the increase. Mr. Weeks 
has not accepted the additional $2000 
per year since he assumed the of- 
fice of Mayor. Mr. Brennan has con- 
tended that this is not proper pro- 
cedure: that the Mayor’s refusal to 
accept the specified salary does not 
release the city from liability of the 
difference being demanded in the 
future. As an answer to this phase 
of Mr. Brennans contention, the 
Mayor last year did sign a release.

Waiting Room 

A car driven by Mrs. Alma Freder- 
iekson of 375 School st., Watertown, 
ran into the small waiting station at 
Xewtonville square on Sunday after- 
noon with Joseph Decelle. a Xewton- 
ville taxi driver an unwilling passen- 
ger on the front bumper. Decelle start- 
ed to cross Washington st. as the car 
came along, and was gathered up by 
the bumper. Mrs. Frederiekson swung 
the car sharply in an attempt to avoid 
hitting Decelle. but went across the 
sidewalk and hit the waiting room.

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GOVERNOR SUCCEEDS IN DIVERTING GAS TAX MONEY 


Governor Ely has had hiV way at last through the action 
of the Legislature, pribr to its prorogation early last Sunday 
morning, in authorizing the diversion of eight millions of 
dollars of gasoline tax receipts into the general fund of the 
Commonwealth. During the past seven months several at- 
tempts were made to distribute this money to the cities and 
towns. Theoretically these funds were to be used for high- 
way purposes by the municipalities, but actually the money 
might well have gone for other uses. None of these attempts 
to distribute available funds were successful and the Governor 
had repeatedly stated his belief that the transfer to the general 
expense account was the proper use to which they should be 
put, but the Legislature was not ready to see it that way. 

Last w T eek a bill, distributing eight millions of dollars that 
was available to the cities and towns in a similar manner as 
five and a half million was allotted last year, was brought in 
and passed by both branches with a fair majority despite at- 
tempts to amend the bill so that the money could be used for 
general expenses of the Commonw ealth. On Saturday Governor 
Ely sent this bill back to the Senate with the recommendation 
that the bill be changed so that such transfer could be accomp- 
lished. The Senate agreed to the change readily but the Re- 
publican majority in the House put up a lengthy but vain 
battle, eventually giving in as the minority finally got the 
upper hand when a number of Republicans, apparently feeling 
certain that the Legislature would not finish its work and 
that the session would go over into this week, left the State 
House. 

Motorists who have paid the money into the highway fund 
with the understanding, whifch was as much of a promise as 
the 1928 Legislature could make it, that the gasoline tax 
money would be used for roads, will not take kindly to the 
Governor’s views. It is true that Massachusetts has spent mil- 
lions upon its roads in the past few years, but there are still 
several important projects which should be completed. How- 
ever, it is likely that highway funds which the Federal Gov- 
ernment will grant to Massachusetts under the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act, which grants wfll total about six mil- 
lions of dollars, can be used for these projects. It would 
seem that such a plan is the only one which will satisfy the 
motorist. The violation of the original principle of the gaso- 
line tax is the issue which stands out above all else despite the 
fact that the motorist may be repaid by completion of highway 
projects. It is to be hoped that the precedent set by the 1933 
Legislature will not be followed in the future. 


THE STATE HAS DONE ITS PART 

The diversion of gas tax receipts into the general fund of 
the Commonwealth made it possible to keep the net state tax, 
which is assessed upon the cities and towns, at nine millions of 
dollars, slightly less than the figure of a year ago. Last year 
a common, though unfounded excuse among these municipali- 
ties which were forced to raise their local tax rates, was to 
the effect that such increases were due to a much larger state 
tax than in 1931. It should be remembered, however, that in 
1932 cities and towns shared in the distribution of five and a 
half millions of dollars of gas tax money for highway purposes 
which they must do without this year. 

The State, we believe, has accomplished all that it set out 
to do in keeping down the burden of the taxpayer. With the 
announcements of municipal tax rates expected shortly the 
effect of economies in local governments will soon be determ- 
ined. Any increases in local tax rates will be due largely to 
local conditions.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Few sessions of the Massachusetts 
Legislature hove undertaken nnd ac- 
complished os much as the General 
Court of 19.13 which prorogued at the 
unusual hour of 3.28 last Sunday 
morning. Not only has the year been 
of marked historical significance but 
there have been almost innumerable 
problems to be solved. Possibly no 
session within recent memory has 
struggled with a veritable deluge of 
Important matters equal to that 
which fell to the lot of 1931 mem 
bers. 

Federal recovery plans. Involving a 
wide variety of hills, presented alone 
a stupendous task. Then there was 
the return of legalized selling of beer 
and wines. The common run of bills 
was never greater while added to la- 
bors ordinarily imposed was the un- 
pleasant duty of unseating of a 
House member, with numerous sen- 
sational public hearings, etc. And 
on top of that came an attempt to 
have the Legislature request the Gov- 
ernor to remove the presiding justice 
of a district court. This, too, de- 
manded weeks of public hearings and 
aroused debate that consumed hours. 

The available records, which ex- 
tend back as for as 1S44, show that 
only five sessions have remained as 
late in the year as that of 1933. Nei- 
ther does the memory of long-service 
employes recall one of those Sunday 
morning sessions such as Massachu- 
setts experienced this year. Yet it 
will go down in history that proroga- 
tion actually took place at 11.57 Sat- 
urday night. July 22. This Is because 
Sunday is not a legislative day and 
the only way business accomplished 
on the Lord's Day may become legal 
is by setting the clock back. Three 
times a man with a long pole from 
the Superintendent of Building’s of- 
fice wont around and shoved the 
hands back a full hour. Thus the 
Sabbath was not desecrated and no 
one was the loser, unless you reckon 
the loss of sleep as something missed. 

The General Court of 1933 disposed 
of 369 acts and 50 resolves which 
were given executive approval. There 
were 15 acts and five resolves In addi- 
tion which the Governor refused to 
sign and sent in vetoes. Three acts 
and one resolve of this latter group 
were passed over the Governor’s 
veto. He allowed one minor measure 
to become a law without his signa- 
ture. 

As is only natural, at least so it 
seems, there arose differences through- 
out the year between the Governor 
and the Legislature and some sharp 
things were said on both sides in 
criticism of the other. In the end. 
however, all was harmony again. 
Governor Ely was most gracious in 
the closing moments for he sent by 
the Secretary of State a special mes- 
sage in which he congratulated the 
members, told of his gratification at 
what had been done, thanked the 
legislators for their co-operation and 
b< stowed upon them his best wishes. 
He even went as far as to say that 
had they passed legislation for the 
control of intoxicating liquors in an- 
ticipation of the repeal of the 18th 
amendment the session would have 
been ‘‘nearly perfect.” 

Newton’s Senator and Representa- 
tives stood by until the last gun was 
fired. They had plenty to do, too. 
for there were committee demands, 
due to last minute measures, and 
there was also party allegiance to be 
kept in mind. On the bill for the 
transfer of approximately $8,000,000 
of the gas tax to cities and towns 
Newton legislators kept faith with 
the Republican party and opposed the 
Democratic plan to transfer the 
money to the general fund as sought 
by the Governor. The latter was vie 
torious. however, due in part to the 
fact that a number of Republican 
members living at distance did not 
stay for the big clash in the closing 
hours. 

Speaker Saltonstall, for whom it has 
been a trying year, stood out promi- 
nently at all times but never more so 
than during the last hour before pro- 
rogation when an attempt was made 
to increase the mileage allowance by 
$17,000. All along a certain number 
of legislators who live in the western 
and southeastern part of the State 
have felt that because of the extend- 
ed session they should be given extra 
compensation in the form of addition- 
al mileage. The proposition was ap- 
proved by the Senate and also by the 
House, hut when Speaker Salton- 
stall took the floor and appealed to 
his colleagues to reconsider their 
vote they did so. He made a quiet, 
direct and personal appeal against 
file voting of additional appropria- 
tions to members and it proved most 
effective. It also won the Senate 
over for it voted to recede. The re- 
sult is that there can be no charge 
made of extra salary grabbing this 
year, while the members may be 
praised for reducing their pay of $2000 
for the session by 10 per cent. 

From the grist of important meas- 
ures it is difficult to select the few 
which may be said without exaggera- 
tion to be the most vital. Possibly 
industrial Massachusetts Is affected 
more by the repeal of the 6 o’clock 
law so called than any other bill of 
the session. This measure gives the 
State Commissioner of Labor and In- 
dustries authority to suspend tempor- 
arily the law prohibiting the employ- 
ment of women after 6 p. in. in tex- 
tile and leather Industries. 

The railroads have for some years 
complained of the competition of 
trucks which was Injuring, they said, 
their freight business. The second 
last hill signed by the Governor gives 
the Department of Public Utilities 
authority to supervise the routes, 
rates and operation of long-haul 
trucks. This measure is said to meet 
the approval of the railroads and the 
larger and more successful trucking 
concerns. 

Bunks and credit unions have been 
authorized to exchange mortgages for 
bonds of the Federal Home Loan 
Bunk. This is expected to relieve 
property owm rs who have encount- 
ered great difficulty in hanging on to 
their properties during the depres- 
sion. 

The crime situation, another major 
problem, has been turned over to a 
special commission of three. At least, 
the Governor is authorized to appoint 
three persons to study the administra 
tion of the law and endeavor to re- 
move any obstacles which may exist

Usually, such low bidders try to keep 
‘‘out of the red’’ by paying starvation 
wages nnd not paving many of their 
bills.

Butterfly’s Sense of Taste 

A butterfly’s leg Is 1,G00 times as 
effective as a man’s tongue as an or- 
gan of taste. That is the conclusion 
reached following experiments with 
more than 200 butterflies, representing 
ten species, made at the University of 
Minnesota. In making the tests, the 
legs of the Insects were dipped in wa- 
ter, then In solutions containing sugar 
of milk and ordinary sugnr. As soon 
ns the butterfly was able to detect any 
sweetening in the water, its proboscis 
became uncoiled and extended. Grad- 
ually reducing the sugar In the solu- 
tion. the smallest amount the Insects 
could detect was discovered. Fur- 
ther tests showed that this amount had 
to be increased 1.000 times before the 
human tongue could detect It. — Mont- 
real Herald. 

Blanket Makers in Castes 

In a recent district of Meerut, India, 
there are 55,000 sheep, which yield 
51,000 pounds of wool for blanket 
weaving. Caste plays a part there, 
says the British Empire Chamber 
of Commerce Mngnzine, nnd one 
may see Gadarias or Hindu shepherds 
tending these sheep while Mohnmme 
dan kamnlins carry on the actual 
manufacture of the blankets. Wher 
the industry enjoyed a boom, these 
workers were assisted by julihns, who 
are otherwise engaged in cotton or 
silk weaving.

The Cotillion 

The cotillion is a dance of French 
origin and is performed to quadrille 
music.

At first for one. then for two 
performers, it soon became a round 
dance, in which form It was Intro- 
duced into England. There are hun- 
dreds of possible figures In the mod- 
ern dance and the accessories are 
most elaborate. 


Augur or Soothsayer of 

Early Rome Was Wise Guy 

The word “augur.” meaning to 
prophesy, is derived from the augur, or 
soothsayer of early Rome. The augur 
held a position of great respect in the 
Roman government and seldom was 
any great undertaking launched until 
the augur had been visited to ascer- 
tain what the fates might be holding 
in store. 

Usually there were two augurs, 
there being more work than one could 
handle and in later years the number 
was Increased. 

The prophesies of the augurs were 
based on certain birds and ether mys- 
tic signs known only to the holder of 
the office. 

The augur held office during his life- 
time and thus none knew bis secrets 
save those destined to succeed him, 
the secrets being imparted only when 
death was at hand. 


Making of the Crate 

Notwithstanding the Increasing use 
of pasteboard cartons for packing 
good of various kinds, it is stttted that 
about one-sixth of the entire lumber 
output of the United States goes into 
boxes and crates. The engineers of 
the American forest service have gone 
Into detail aud experiments with boxes 
and crates which led them to the fol- 
lowing conclusion after testing 550 
different crates built of Ponderosa 
plue, western hemlock and Sitka 
spruce: "The strength and rigidity of 
a crate increases with each diagonal 
brace added, the maximum Increase 
occurring with the addition of the 
sixth brace.”

The owner, a resident of Worces- 
ter. claimed this was an over-valua- 
tion on the whole property, of $346,- 
165 and applied 'to the assessors for 
an abatement of this amount, which 
would he equivalent to a tax refund to 
him of $9,208.00. The assessors were 
unable to agree with the owner as to 
this, and the matter was taken to the 
Board of Tax Appeals. 

At a three days hearing before the 
Board, the assessors gave a full ex- 
planation of their procedure in ar- 
riving at the valuations In question, 
supporting It by testimony of experts, 
and by recent sales in the locality; 
and the owner presented his side of 
the case exhaustively. 

As a result of the evidence present- 
ed. the Board of Tax Appeals, after a 
period of several months, gave their 
decision sustaining the assessors’ val- 
uation on the Stevens, Willard, Nonan- 
tum, Whitman, and Weld properties 
aggregating $698,000. The abatements 
the Board allowed were $4000 on 
land in rear of the Whitman, $3000 on 
the Charlton, and $20,000 on the Tay- 
lor Building.

Real Estate Tide 

Has Turned 


In the darkest days of last Febru- 
ary. articles over my signature in sev- 
eral magazines stated that real estate 
prices were unlikely to go much low- 
er. advised buying then and holding 
on courageously for future improve- 
ment. 

‘‘Buy real estate from a Pessimist! 
Buy it now! Later on you will sell it 
to an Optimist!” I emphasized my 
belief that real estate prices were un- 
likely to go much lower and that 
wise investors should take advantage 
of panicy prices. 

Friends who followed this advice 
say that their profits prove I was 
right. 

Now, several months later, real es- 
tate is having its first upward swing 
since 1929. Records from 245 lead- 
ing cities report improvement since 
March of this year. The 21st semi- 
annual survey of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards states 
that this is the first time since June 
1929 that the survey has been able to 
show any improvement — and this im 
provement is a definite upward swing. 

The report indicates that while de- 
mand has improved and prices have 
started to stiffen in some cities, de- 
pression levels still prevail in many 
cases. In 19 per cent of the cities 
reporting, prices have stopped falling 
and in a number of cases, prices are 
definitely rising. 

In 33 per cent of cities having a 
population of 500,000 or more, there is 
a shortage of single family houses. 
Because capital hesitates to Invest In 
first mortgages, even at these low 
levels, new house construction seems 
sure to lag behind demand. In the 
meantime, prices for lumber, plumb 
ing and heating are rising rapidly. It 
Is foreseen that before capital starts 
to move more freely into mortgage 
fields, costs for new building will bo 
considerably higher. This should in- 
crease the value of existing houses. 

Rents have not kept pace with in- 
creasing commodity prices. They are 
now actually lower In many cities 
than they were a year ago. It seems 
reasonable to suppose that rents must 
soon go higher. 

The tide has been going out for 
four years. The tide has turned. 
How soon and how far will It come 
in? In the meantime, the sun Is be- 
ginning to shine overhead!

Beasts Once Summoned 

Before Judicial Courts 

Among curious legal cases before 
the courts, few hour comparison with 
those recorded In bygone days, when 
suits were really heard ngnlnst the 
lower crentton, says the I.aw Journnl 
of London. While It Is difficult to sup- 
press merriment over the qunlnt Ideas 
of our ancestors, regarding the culpa- 
bility of animals, there Is no doubt 
that the trials were viewed seriously. 

The warrant for holding nnimnls 
amenable to the law appears to have 
been taken from the Judaic law: "If 
an ox gore a man or woman that they 
die, then the ox shnll be surely stoned 
and his flesh shnll not be eaten; 
but the owner of the ox shall be 
quit." 

Following this command Moses pro- 
ceeds to enforce the doctrine of the 
responsibility of the owner of a dan- 
gerous animal and to Insure his due 
punishment In the event of his witting- 
ly allowing a harmful beast to run 
loose. These Injunctions, therefore, 
which sound so strange today, were 
pursued more or less to the letter In 
medieval Europe, and, extraordinary 
though It may seem. In France and 
other European countries animals In 
general were held to he amenable to 
law until the middle of the Eighteenth 
century. 

By the old law of France, If a vi- 
cious aninml killed a human being 
and It was proved that the owner 
knew of Its propensity to attack peo- 
ple and suffered the benst to be at 
large, the owner ns well as the ani- 
mal was hanged. 


Blood Combination That 

Has Bred Moron People 

The name "Jackson Whites’* prob- 
ably was formed from the words jacks 
and whites, a Jack being a hybrid. The 
Jackson Whites of New Jersey are a 
mixture of negro. Indian and white 
blood, showing all possible combina- 
tions of the traits of these three 
races.

Slow to Recognize America 

On February ti, 1778, signatures 
were afllxed to u treaty of commerc« 
and a treaty of amity and alliance be- 
tween France and the United Stutes. 
The definitive treaty between the 
United States and England was signed 
at the end of 1783. Although Fred- 
erick the Great wrote Franklin that 
he probably would soon follow France 
In recognizing the United States In 
1778, no recognition was extended un- 
til about 1780. A treaty of peace and 
commerce was signed with the Neth- 
erlands In September, 1783. A treaty 
of peace and friendship was signed 
by Morocco in January, 1787. A treaty 
had been signed with Sweden in April, 
178;}. Russia did not recognize the 
new country or send a diplomatic 
representative until 1809.

while the hull’s flesh swelled, and 
fourth, doga whose teeth were so 
short thut no unnecessary damage was 
done to the bull.
